L o n d o n . April 
4 ,-T h e colonial confer­ 
ence opened at th e foreign office today. 
Lord Salisbury w elcom ed tho delegates, 
who, h e said, w ere engaged in th e work of 
originating a great m ovem ent tow ards 
im perial federation. 
T he m ost im portant 
question pressing upon th e attention of the 
w hole em pire was, iii his opinion, th e com ­ 
m on interest th e colonies had w ith the 
m other country in th e im perial defence. 
The prem ier said he w as opposed to the 
am bitious schem e of m aking a const Hut iou 
for the w hole em pire. 
It should be borne 
in m ind that England w as unable to etna- 
late Germ any In her m anner ct conducting 
im perial atiairs. 
T h e E nglish governm ent 
m ust be satisfied to allow each poi lion of 
th e em pire to com I net. its own affairs im its 
own locality. T w o form s of anion existed , 
one un lit .ry the other a custom s union. He 
did not think a custom s union am ong all 
the parts of the british e n t ir e im possible. 
A uniou for th e im perial d efence was a com- 
m on interest. 
T lie Impression prevailed 
th at the question of defence was entirely 
an im perial m atter, because colonial ca u ­ 
sers m igh t resu.t from the im perial p o lio . 
T he speaker adm itted th at th e extension of 
th e em pire m igh t reauire that portions of 
it m igh t incur danger. 
E ngland s policy 
was, how ever, e*sentially p a d tic, but the 
danger of war arising from th e policy of 
som e other country should 
induce 
the 
colonists to m ake their defences efficient. 
T he distant parts of the em pire were w ithin 
tim sphere of possible aggression. European 
nations wero show ing increased desire for 
colonial and foreign possessions. 
Sir Henry H olland, colonial secretary 
also addressed th e conference. 
H e stated 
th at th e existin g cable com panies opposed 
th e connecting of Canada w ith A ustralia 
by telegraph. 
Tho fisheries disputes be­ 
tw een Canada and the U nited States, he 
predicted, would also h ave a satisfactory 
settlem ent.

N ot m nnv o th e r seeds w ill need to be p o t 
in th is m onth. T h e tirst sow ing of early 
pease in th e g ard en sh o u ld be m ad e as soon 
as th e g round is ploughed, an d sh o n ld be 
k e p t up a t in terv al* of a w eek or ten days 
th ro u g h o u t th e season, as long as th e r e is 
hope of o b ta in in g a crop from th em . 
In 
som e localities oom a n d beans m ay also lie 
planted, if one cares to ta k e th e risk of hav- 
lu g to p la n t over ag ain if a la te frost sh o u ld 
happen to destroy th e m on th e ir first a p ­ 
pearance. A t th e w o rst it w ill be o n ly a lit­ 
tle seed w asted, w h ile lf th e y escape th e re 
w ill be a few d ays g ain in h a v in g th e m 
ready for th e tab le. 
T h e p la n sug g ested 
above for th e potatoes, of m a k in g th e fu r­ 
row a little deep, a n d n o t fillin g it u p w ith 
e a rth w hen co v erin g th e seed, m ay sav e 
th em if th e re should be a frost, as St Is no t 
u n u su al to see th e h ills w hich a re n o t Quite 
u p to t h e level of th e su rface escape in ju ry 
w hen th e o th ers are r u t dow n. C arro ts 
m ay be sow n th is m o n th an d e arly cab ­ 
bages set o u t 
T h e g ro u n d for carro ts w ill 
need m uch th e sam e p rep aratio n as th a t 
w hich was- m ade for onions. 
T h ere is m uch 
difference in o pinion in re g a rd to th e v alu e 
of carrots as a held crop, an d also in reg ard 
to th e ir v alu e for feed in g purposes. 
It c er­ 
tain ly is no sm all ta sk to grow th em , to 
prepare th e land, to sow. weed an d th in 
th em , and m any say th a t th ey can raise a 
ton of tu rn ip s or m angolds w ith m u ch less 
th a n h a lf th e lab o r and expense. 


T h * F a rm a n d V illa n o C rd e n . 
L ettu ce p lan ts m ay be set th is m o n th be­ 
tw een th e early cabbage, as th ey w ill be o u t 
of th e w ay before th e la tte r w ill req u ire alt 
th e ground. 
It is a very easy m a tte r to raise one's ow n 
beet seed, 
lf any of th e roots rem ain in the 
cellar, ta k e o u t a lialf-uozen of th e best 
shaped an d set th e m a foot ap art, b u rying 
th e crow ns anorn an inch deep. 
I p u t old h eadless barrels over m y rh u ­ 
b arb roots an d th ro w a fo rk fu l of rotton 
m a n u re over th e crow n. T his m eth o d of 
forcing r b u ia rb is n o t an in v en tio n of 
m in e ; it is as old as o u r g re a t g ran d p aren ts, 
but m ay be new to som e w ho read these 
notes. 
In settin g young grap ev in es I c u t b ack to 
tw o buds, an a let th e new grow th ru n on 
th e ground for th e tirst season. 
I have 
n e v er succeeded in g ettin g a good h ealth y 
grow th w hen I h av e a tte m p te d to tra in the 
new canes. 
T he germ in atio n of parsley seed m ay be 
hasten ed by covering th e d rills for about 
ten davs w ith old boards. 
Old straw b erry baskets m ay 1># u tilized 
for sta rtin g sw eet 
corn, cu cu m b er 
and 
m elons in cold fram es tw o w eeks e arlier 
th a n it is safe to p la n t in open ground. 
Tile patty pan squash, u n lik e th e squash 
and m elon fam ily generally, is q u ite hardy. 
P la n ts cam e up in my "h o g lo t” last spring 
from seed th a t had Peen in th e ground all 
w in ter. 
It w ill be sale to p la n t it tw o 
w eeks 
earlier 
th a n 
m elons 
or 
o th er 
squashes. 
T o grow vegetables early, both soil and 
m a n u re need ie be in a th o ro u g h ly p u lv er­ 
ized state. 
It is h ard to feed early vegetables too lib ­ 
e ra lly ; ttiey m u st absorb th e ir n u trim e n t 
rapidly to be early. Horne of th e ' com ­ 
p le te ” com m ercial fertilizers, or a little 
n itra te of soda, sow n w ith a free h an d at 
each side of th e row s an d hoed or c u lti­ 
v ated in a fte r tile p lan ts are h alf grow n. 
m ay h u rry th em up several days. 
T h e tirst p lan tin g of sw eet corn should be 
shallow , so th a t th e sun can w arm it and 
produce q u ick er grow th. 
O nions, potatoes and m ost fru its are g reat 
consum ers ot po tash ; hence th ese are th e 
crops th a t should h a te th e benefit of Hie 
wood ash es.—.F a rm Jo u rn al.

F arm ers u n d e rstan d th e im p o rtan ce of 
th e early p la n tin g and sow ing of farm 
crops, an d especially those w hich, like eats 
au d barlev. are so hardy th a t th ey w ill not 
be in ju red by spring frosts. 
In th e ir h aste 
th ey som etim es prepare th e soil superficial­ 
ly, or w ith a single ploughing, leaving th e 
g ro u n d in tum ps, in stead of in a finely pul­ 
verized condition. T h e seeds, w hen sown. 
find th e ir places in th e crevices betw een 
lite clods; and, if th ey succeed in g erm in at­ 
in g in so u n fav o rab le a position, th e young 
an d ten d er ro o tlets do n o t m eet w ith m uch 
en co u rag em en t for early and rapid grow th. 
T he difference betw een rough and badly 
prepared land and th a t w hich is finely and 
deeply pulverized, is often th e difference 
be; w een p artial failu re and a b u n d an t suc­ 
cess. 
W e knew a farm er m any .tears ago 
w ho Insisted on harrow ing hts fields lita n y 
tim es, w ith any repeated ploughing w hich 
m ig h t be necessary, u n til lie had m ade the 
ground thoroughly m ellow . 
H is neighbors 
th o u g h t th is w ork (m ite unnecessary, b u t it 
happened every year, before tile season was 
at an end. th a t h is crops g reatly exceeded 
th eirs in am ount. 
W hile, therefore, early sow ing is qu ite 
Im portant, good prep aratio n is as m uch so; 
and th e farm er w ho fully ap p reciates both, 
sees bow essential it is to havu his land 
w ell u n d e rtra in e d , so th a t instead of w a it­ 
ing tw o or th re e w eeks for th e w ater soaked 
soil to dry in th e sun, or slow ly to get rid of 
its excess of w ater by percolation, he is able 
to com m ence w ork a t once. 
T h ere is n o th in g in w hich fine p u lv eriza­ 
tion is m ore im p o rtan t th a n in th e spring 
application of m anure. L eft in larg e lum ps, 
w h eth er buried or exposed, it can be ot 
little value, and in dry seasons it m ay no 
m ore barm th an good. 
T h e all-im p o rtan t 
requisite, therefore, for spring-spread m a­ 
nure, is, tirst of all, to sca tte r it as finely as 
p racticab le; th en to harrow it rep eated ly 
so as to m ix it w ith th e top soil (ext en t on 
grass) m ix in g th em both w ed to g e th e r 
lf 
th e ground is th e n to be ploughed, th is 
finely pulv erized m ix tu re is ju st th e m ate­ 
ria l to tu rn under, and it w ill rem ain w here 
th e p lan ts can draw on it to th e best ad v an ­ 
tage. In som e p articu lar in stan ces—they 
w ere, perhaps, exceptional cases -th is tre a t­ 
m e n t gave crops doutde in am o u n t w hen 
com pared w ith those raised a fte r th e lum p 
system . 
To succeed w ell, it w ill be seen w h a t a 
g re a t ad v an tag e th e re Is in using sh o rt 
m a n u re —no t necessarily ro tted 
m a n u re - 
b u t such as m ay have been m ade by th e use 
of sh o rt litter. 
Fresh m anure, m ixed w ith 
u n cu t cornstalks, w ill be rn a condition not 
to be Borean and used in th is way ; bu t if th e 
stalk s have been passed th ro u g h a pow er 
c u ttin g m achine, th ey w ill afford m an u re 
in ex cellen t condition for sp read in g on th e 
land. Straw’ should likew ise be cu t sh o rt 
before using it lor stable litte r, for th e 
■ame reason, a lth o u g h not positively essen­ 
tial. 
By tho way. and as an additio n al 
reason tor chopping up co rn stalk s h a lf an 
in ch or less in length, th ey are g reatly in­ 
creased in value in tills w ay for cattle 
fodder, an d u n d er lavorabia circum stances 
th e ir value is doubled by ren d erin g th e 
stalks available.

C o n rte F o d d e r a n d C o tto n seed . 
I am glad to add m y testim o n y as to th e 
v alu e of cottonseed m eal w hen fed in a way 
w hich careful ex p erim en ts h av e dem on­ 
stra te d to bo th e be-ff. 
I feed for m ilk 
o n ly ; no b u tte r is m ade. 
T he m eal m u st 
be ground fine au d to produce best results 
should be fed w ith corn sto v er or o at hay. 
Fed w ith good hay an d in too sm all or too 
large a q u an tity , th e re su lt is n o t so ap­ 
parent. 
F irst, in th e m o rn in g is g iv en dry 
a feed to each cow in th e follow ing pro­ 
p o rtio n s: 
F our q u a rts coarse w h e at bran, 
one au d o n e-q u arter pounds, or a scant 
q u art, ot cottonseed an d one an d one-au arter 
pounds corn m eal m ix ed audited in a box. 
A lter tin s is eaten each cow has equal parts 
of c at nay and d ry cornstalks, as m uch 
as w ill be eateu clean an d no m o re; besides 
each cow gets a bushel of cabbage fodder; 
th e w hole is p u t into th e m an g er a t once; 
th e cab! a te is e aten first, th e n th e oat 
heads, th e n th e corn fodder au d la st th e oat 
straw . 
B etw een 12 an d 4 p. rn. I give w ater 
a t 60°, as n e ar as I can judge, w arm in g it 
up to th a t point in cold w eather. 
A t n ig h t 
th e sam e ration is given in th e sam e order. 
I m ilk w ithe th e cow s eat. T hey have 
n o th in g betw een m eals. 
I gut m ore m ilk 
from th is grain and fodder th a n w ith th e 
sam e g rain ratio n w ith good hay. lf I leave 
ou t th e cab) age only th e m ilk falls off one- 
ten th ; lf I leave o u t th o cottonseed o n 'y th e 
m ilk falls off o n e -e ig h th ; if I su b stitu te m y 
est hay for th e coarse fodder th e re is no 
m arked change. 
I do no t call th is high 
Iced. y et th e cows look sleek and nice. 
If th e cows are fed too m uch or too little 
c o tto n see d th e re su lt is n o t good. T hree 
pounds a day in tw o feeds is th e m ost I 
should care to g tv e a c o w ; too little w ould 
do no good and too m uch is h u rtfu l. 
Some 
cows will not respond so ivell as others, an d 
m ost have to learn to e at cotton seed, be­ 
g in n in g w ith sm all doses. 
I th in k it b e tte r 
to m easure each cow ’s grain ratio n ev ery 
tim e th a n to m ix th e w hole an d th eu feed 
tim m ix tu re proportionately. 
I have tried 
both ways. 
W h eth er th e m ilk could be 
profitably increased by added m ore m eal or 
iran or both to th e above ration I cannot 
say. h av in g m ade no trial. On som e cow s 
th o cotton seed w ill n o t affect th e m ilk 
ow till a w eek has passed. 
It w ill be 
seen th a t th e com so fodders produce m ore 
m ilk in proportion to th e ir m a rk e t v alu e 
th a n th e fine b ay ; for th a t reason le a n 
m ak e m ilk ch eaper w ith th e coarse fodder 
and cottonseed. 
In feeding tine hay I drop 
th e bran and cottonseed and double th e 
m eal ration. I feed no cottonseed in sum ­ 
m er or w ith green food. A u th o rities tell us 
h a t 
cottonseed loses 
little 
by passing 
th ro u g h th e cows, and en ters th o soil a t its 
fu ll v alu e as fertilizer 
In m y opinion it 
has th re e v alu es—it increases th e flow of 
m ilk. m akes low -value fol d ers eqffal to th e 
b est bay, and loses in th e pro ess little or 
n o th in g as a fertilizer. I h av e p racticed 
th is m eth o d of feeding fo u r w inters, Y et 
it is no t m uch in use am ong neighbors, all 
of w hom m ak e m ilk for th e city m a rk e t; 
th ey p refer th e early c u t hay, bran an d 
m eal m eth o d s w ith w h ich th e y h av e long 
been fa m ilia r.—fW . H. B ull.

Som e m en c u t 
off lim bs an Inch or m ore from th e tru n k , 
leaving pieces th a t m ak e th e rails d isag ree­ 
able to h andle. 
It is ju st as easy to cu t off 
a branch close n o to th e tru n k . 
If th e re is 
snow on th e ground, lay tw o or m ore larg e 
lim bs for th e tree to fall on. lf your w edges 
w on’t draw , m ak e a fire aud h e a t th em .

heav y m au l is m ore econom ical of your 
stre n g th th an a lig h t one, resu lts consid­ 
ered. 
H ave th e h a n d le so larg e th a t it w ill 
n o t cram p th e hands, an d v et n o t perfectly 
rigid.

m ake, save and apply all Hie m an u re pos­ 
sible. 
I w ould n o t advise p u rch asin g m a­ 
n u re unless yon are w illing to m ak e and 
apply as m uch on the farm as possible. 
lf properly m anaged, b arn y ard or stable 
m an u re is th e ch eap est an d best m anure 
we can secure, and th is fa c t should nev er 
be lost sig h t of. 
U sing com m ercial fertiliz­ 
ers sh o u ld only be done as an aid to this, 
and in th is resp ect can o ften be applied 
profitably. 
I arn not u n d e r estim atin g th e 
value of eith er. 
Too m any of us are care­ 
less in saving and applying m anure, som e­ 
w h at siaek in o u r m ethods of feeding so 
th a t we do n o t keep as large a n u m b er of 
stock as could be done if m ore pains w ere 
ta k e n to feed so th a t th e la rg e st gain could 
be received. 
A nd I can see no policy in 
p u rch asin g com m ercial fertilizers u n til you

c u t alive. T im b er from v ery ric h soils 
m ak es less d u rab le rails th a n th a t from 
poor soil. Also tim lier from a n o rth e rn 
slope m ak es m ore d u rab le rails th a n from a 
so u th ern slope.

B u t a little consideration w ill show 
th a t th is m ay be a m ost im p o rtan t m a tte r 
T h e idea w as suggested to m y ow n m ind 
by th in k in g over th e fa c t th a t in fe rtile 
eggs n ev er go rotten w hen s a t upon by 
h en s; th ey dry up and te c o m e fusty, b u t it 
is only th e fertile egg th a t goes actu ally 
rotten. 
In th e form er th e re is no germ of 
life to die an d becom e p u trid : in th e la tte r 
it is th e d e ath of th e living organism w hich 
cause* th e decay. T his g erm m ust h av e 
a ctu al life w ith in it, for th e life can n o t be 
p u t th e re a tte r th e egg has been laid. an d 
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for p u trid ity . 
I have m et w ith those w ho 
h av e declared they can tell w h eth er an egg 
is fertile or n o t nefore it is sa t upon, and 
sev eral tim es th e ex p erim en ts have sh ew n 
th e te st to tu rn o u t r ig h t T h e Way in 
w nich th is is done is by p lacin g th e broad 
end of an egg in to the m o u th , and, w ith th e 
lips closed around it. b re a th in g thereon, lf 
a fte r doing so th e egg does n o t seem cold, 
or to p u t It in a b etter w ay, to give back 
w arm th , th e n it is fertile. 
B u t it, on th e 
o th e r h an d , it tak es all th e h e a t w ith o u t 
g iv in g back any, th en it is in fertile. 
O ften have I proved th is te st to be correct, 
b u t I should scarcely lik e to depend e n ­ 
tirely u d < n it in th e case of v alu ab le eggs. 
B ut w h eth er thoro be any tru th in it or not, 
I do not feel th a t th ere need bo any doubt 
th a t th e preservation of eggs m ay depend . 
g reatly upon w h eth er th ey a re fe rtile or in ­ 
fertile. 
A r alread y ex p lain ed , th e form er 
h av e w ithin th em th e g erm s of decay, and 
th e litte r h av e not. 
T h erefo re I should 
stro n g ly ad v ise those w ho in te n d p u ttin g 
eggs dow n for th e w in ter use to use only 
In fertile ones. T hough I c a n n o t go s o f a r 
as to lay dow n as a fixed ru le th a t for w hich 
I h av e been here contending, y e t th e re is so 
m uch of reason and of p ro b ab ility in it th a t 
I feel qu ite justified in goin g 60 far as I 
hav e done. 
T h ere can in no case be any 
ad v an tag e in preserving in fe rtile eggs, for 
th ey can n e v er be used for hatch in g , an d 
til ere is little or no difficulty in arra n g in g 
th a t th e eggs be in fertile. 
To sum m arize th e m ethods of egg p reser­ 
v ation, I should be in clin ed to place th e 
lim e-w ater system tirst, as best for p ra c ti­ 
cal purposes, w h eth er for hom e use or for 
sale. 
it involves th e least expense an d th e 
least trouble. 
T he egg Is least ch an g ed 
w hen preserved in lim e-w ater, as th e re is 
little or no evaporation. 
N ex t to th a t I 
should he inclined to th in k th a t th e freez­ 
ing process would come, b u t it w ould no t 
be su itab le for these w ho produce eggs for 
th e m ark et, and the ex pense w ould be too 
g re a t if an ice-chauiber h ad to be specially 
erected ; th erefo re, it is only a v ailab le iii a 
very few instances. 
T h e o th e r m ethods 
given can be adopted lf p referred , b u t som e 
of them . a t least, are ra th e r in te re stin g ex ­ 
p erim en ts th a n practical. 
I lay very g re a t 
stress upon th e question .of fe rtility o r non- 
fertility . for I believe th a t in fe rtile eggs

If one has an tee cellar, som e poi-- 
tioti of w hich can be g iv en up to keeping 
eggs, he needs no o th e r p reserv ativ e, and I 
believe th a t frozen eggs re ta in m ore of th e ir 
o rig in al q u alities th a n those k ep t by m eans 
of any of th e p rep aratio n s w hich h av e 
already been described. 
T h e reason for this 
is not far to seek. 
W hen an egg is frozen, 
ev ery th in g is held in suspension, au d no 
process 
of 
chang© 
or decay goes on. 
T herefore. 
I should 
advise those w ho 
h av e cellars of th is description to use 
tile o p p o rtu n ities a t th e ir 
disposal, 
they need n o t tro u b le th em selv es auy m ore 
about th e m atter. 
All th a t w ill bo needed 
is to tit u p som e shelves iii w hich are holes 
large enough for th e eugs to stan d up in, 
bu t no t to go th ro u g h . 
Or course w ire 
lattice m ay be used, oi a m esh th a t w ill 
effect th e sam e purpose. 
T h e disad v an tag e 
of th is system is th a t if th e eggs are n o t pro­ 
perly th aw ed th ey c ric k an a it is o ften dif­ 
ficult to avoid th e ir c ra ck in g in any case 
T hey should be very g rad u ally b ro u g h t ^o 
th e ir n o rm al condition, first 
by placing 
th em in an atm osphere b u t a few degrees 
w am rer th an th e cellar, a n d a fte r tw o or 
th re e hours th ere, g rad u ally expose them 
in yet w arm er air u n til th e ord in ary tem ­ 
p eratu re has been reached. 
T here 
are 
tnauy poultry-keepers w ho 
only w ish to preserve th e su rp lu s eggs for a 
few w eeks, an d in this case it is n o t neces­ 
sary to use any preserv ativ e or to freeze 
them . 
All th a t is requisite is to have a cool 
cellar, larder, or even closet, fitted w ith th e 
p erforated shelves already described. T he 
eggs should be placed bro id end dow nw ard 
on these shelves, b u t th ey m ay w ith ad v an ­ 
tage be tu rn ed about tw ice a week, keeping 
th em , how ever, alm ost all tile tim e w ith 
th e broad end dow nw ards. T he reason for 
th is is th a t w hen so kept th e air space does 
n o t increase in size. and th e egg seem s to 
keep better. 
It Is a very good plan to a r 
rauge tile eggs in uniform row s from front 
to back bo th a t those laid first can be used 
first. I once knew a poultry-keener w ho had 
stone w are m ugs for keeping his eggs 
T hese w ould each contain about IOO. and 
th e eggs w ere placed in regularly every day 
as they w ere laid.

th e reason. 
\V ith o u t a cool place It could 
no t h av e been done in such a free-and-easy 
fashion. T h a t was th e secret of his suc­ 
cess. 
C laim has been m ad e th a t eggs nan be 
preserved if th e a ir com ing to th em is first 
tillered so as to rem ove ail germ s th e re ­ 
from . In th is w ay th o eggs are packed in 
cotton w’ool or w adding, and it is claim ed 
th a t th is succeeds very w ell indeed. 
I havo 
n ever personally tried th is process, and, 
th erefo re, can n o t sneak of it. but I am in ­ 
clined to place m uch reliance upon it, foi 
th e reason th a t it is n o t enough in egg pres­ 
e rv atio n to keep 
germ® aw ay th a t are

W hat Every Farmer Should K now . 
If it is a lu x u ry to hav e early fresh-grow n 
vegetables, provision m u st be m ad e for 
th e ir early grow th. E arly potatoes surely 
an u o t bo grow n lf th ey are n o t p lan ted , 
and in o rd er to aid th e ir earlin ess of m a­ 
tu rity th e v should be b ro u g h t in to a condi­ 
tion to be stro n g and vigorous to h asten 
th e ir 
g ro w th as soon as placed in th e 
ground. 
To do this, b rin g som e seed in to 
th e lig h t an d in a w arm ro o m ; th ey w ill 
soon begin to develop sprouts, w hich w ill 
increase In vigor it th e tu b e rs are k e p t 
properly m oistened; le t th e sprouts grow 
to som e le u g th , and as soon as th e soil Is 
su itab le p la n t In th e ground. T h e ad v an ce 
th u s m ade w ill be surprising. 
As a rule, farm ers do n o t provide h e alth y 
qu arters for th e ir sw ine 
F req u en tly th e 
barn is b u ilt in such a w ay th a t th e m a n u re 
is th ro w n dow n from th e first floor to th e 
basem ent, and th e pigs a re allow ed to lie 
on it. 
Such a place lr. alm o st sure to cause 
disease am ong th e sw ine in a sh o rt tim e. 
O ften, too, th e m an u re h a v in g m ore o r less 
straw aud coarse hay m ixed w ith 
it, is 
th ro w n o u t th ro u g h w indow s bacx of the 
stock, an d allow ed to rem ain tn e re , th e 
pigs, m ean tim e, w o rk in g it over for any 
stray g rain th e re m ay be, an d m ak in g th e ir 
nests th e re d u rin g th e spring m onths, w hen 
th e n ig h ts are cool. Dry* com fortable, w ell- 
v e n tila te d sleeping places should be pro­ 
vided for th e pigs, for by th is m e sn s^ e a v y 
losses w ill freq u en tly be prevented. 
T h e a rt bf gu id in g a tre e or vin e in to th e 
shape an d yield th a t we desire it to have, 
and doing th is w ith o u t any v io len t ch eck 
or in te rru p tio n of its developm ent, is one of 
th e m ost d elig h tfu lly in terestin g of all th e 
v arieties of a ld e n w ork. 
It Is sim ple too. 
T he first an d chief th in g to be learn ed is to 
check o r bend iii tim e, as an E n g lish 
g a rd e n er w ed expresses it, "w h en p in ch in g 
o u t a point no t larg er th a n a p n h e .d w ill 
produce th e desired effeot w ith o u t robbing 
i he p lan ts of an ounce of vital force.” It is 
m erely tu rn in g in to th e desired directio n 
tile tirst th re a d lik e flow of w hat w ill soon 
be a to rre n t no t to be stem m ed w ith o u t 
violence and loss. 
W onders of ch an g e can 
be m ad e in th e h a b it an d figure or a p lan t, 
a vine, a tree. or a flow erbed, in th is quiet, 
easy, sim ple way. 
N ot th e least am ong th e m any re a n im a t­ 
ing influences of th e glad sp rin g tim e is th e 
pleasure of seeing a n d h earin g th e birds. 
J u t th e se aru be o m in g fewer, as th e ir 
sh elter is bein,: reduced by w anton chop­ 
ping, an d fly th e co n tin u ally in creasin g 
use of guns. 
How sh all we p ro tect th e 
birds? 
T ru e 
ladies ev eryw here should 
a t once sot all th e ir influence activ ely 
ag ain st Die low fashion of w earin g bird- 
skins. 
A nd m en ev eryw here sh o u ld en ­ 
courage th e 
sh elterfu l and b eau ti!v in r 
w ork of p lan tin g trees and hedges. L and 
w ell sh eltered is alw ays b etter w atered 
and its produce is so^nuch b etter an d su rer 
and its field w ork so m uch m ore p leasan t 
as to m ak e it read ily com m and a fo u rth , or 
even a th ird m ore of m oney v alu e th a n an 
open, shelterless, w ind-sw ept farm w ill. 
T hen th e re w ill be a chance for th e birds 
again. 
If no hotbed is m ade, an d th e re is no 
green h o u se in w inch to do it, p lan ts for 
early settin g should be starred in th e bouse. 
T om atoes, lettuce, cabbages, p eppers an i 
cucum bers eau be starte d in th is way, and 
if properly atten d ed to will give q u ick re ­ 
tu rn s for an early crop. P la n t in good soil 
well enrich ed in boxes over whfi h glass 
m ay he placed to p re v e n t a too rap id e v ap ­ 
oratio n of m oisture. 
Do not p la n t u n til 
the soil is w arm , an d then give proper a t­ 
ten tio n : as th e p lan ts gain in size tra n s­ 
p la n t in to o th er boxes or pols so as to give 
m ore room , and 
to induce a vigorous 
grow th. T ran sp la n t to th e open soil as soon 
as practicable. 
H orses are high in price aud lik ely to be 
higher. 
It is ru m o red th a t I littlish agents 
are m ak in g p u rchases of horses for w ar 
purposes in P ennsylvania, O hio an d K e n ­ 
tucky, aud th a t prices have alread y ad­ 
vanced in an ticip atio n of g reater dem ands. 
T h e price of hogs an d hog products has 
m oved steadily upw ard since N ew Yours, 
It will pay to ta k e good care of th e stock 
now grow ing in to ( ash. 
E stim ates seem to 
show th a t th ere are few er hog* on hand

T o w ork so hard to find buffalo, to k ill such 
a fine one a fte r a fourteen-m ile chase Aver 
bad ground, to dress th e carcass—no lig h t 
m a tte r, le t m e assure you—a n d d riv e such 
a w eary d istan ce to It w ith a w agon, only to 
find

All 
th a t 
w as bad 
enough,

m itig ated g all of th e sn ea k in g coyotes in 
th u s flinging defiance in o n r faces w ould 
have m ad e a shooting m a tte r of it if we 
had laid eyes on th e m th en .

rem ark ed , th ey w ill tell th e ir squaw s w hen 
th ey get hom e how th ey ch ased and k ille d 
a big buffalo. 
Up to th a t tim e we had seen n o In d ian s, 
n o r any signs of them , an d no one d ream ed 
th e re w ere an y in 
th a t country. 
T ru e 
enough, w e k n ew th a t several bands of 
P le tn n T h iev e* 
h ad been stea lin g stock: a n d te rro riz in g 
th e co u n try fa rth e r w est, an d th a t m ore 
serious tro u b les w ere feared, b u t th a t w as 
our first in tim a tio n th a t any of th e m h ad 
so u g h t sh e lte r in o u r bad lands.

an d th e re w ere eleven of th e m —n o t so m anv 
th a t o u r p artv of six n eed hav e been airald 
to call upon th em had w e found th e m ; h u t 
in any case it w ould havo been a rash and 
ill-advised proceeding. T he c attle m en arid 
cow boys in th a t co u n try w ould h av e been

T ins ro u tin e is c arried 
on from th e begin n in g u n til th e en d of th # 
passage, an d th ro u g h su n sh in e and dark* 
ness, storm an d tem pest, th e only ch an g e 
m ad e is rem o v in g th e look-out m en fro m 
tn e fore end of th e ship. w h ere th ey m ig h t 
h av e a ch an ce of b eing w ashed aw ay, to 
th e look-out bridge, o r ev en to th e m a in 
bridgo, b u t th is la tte r is only done jn v ery 


Tire engineers (with the exception of the 
chief engineer, who does not keepa watch) 
and firemen and trimmers are divided into 
three watches, each of four hours’ duration 
—this gives eight hours on duty and sixteen 
hours oil duty during the day. In fine 
weather the engineers and men have the 
greater part of the sixteen hours off duty 
to themselves, bat in thick and foggy 
weather the engineers and some of the 
hest men who have been on watch for 
four hour. have to stand by the starting 
gear and safety valve gear for another 
four boars, supposing the thick weather to 
continue tor that time. A moment’s thought 
will show that in such event the watch ou 
duty m the engine room and stokehole must 
remain at their stations and attend to what* 
ever is requisite in the ordinary work oj 
running the engines; and as It is juRt as 
necessary that some one be stationed at tho 
starting and safety valve gear to stop and 
reverse the engines should such an order 
come from the bridge, the engineers and,, 
Borne of the men who have kept the pre-, 
vlous watch are told off to this duty.

Bee-Keeping 
as 
a Home 
Occupation. 


Possible Pleasures and Profits from This 


Pursuit Shown by Experience. 


How One Woman Raises Bees Even 
in the City. 


[Believing th at bee-keeping, if properly 
Conducted, may be m ade a most agreeable 
aud profitable home-occui atiou for women, 
the following ac° om it bus been obtained 
from an acquaintance of liow she has suc­ 
ceeded in apiculture, even in the city. By 
request tho w riter’s personal experience is 
given iii detail, as it was th o u g h t this 
would be m ost suggestive and helpful to 
our readers.- E:>.J 
As I know th at the “W om an’s H our” is 
devoted to the interests of women, aud th at 
m any are anxious to bud some healthful 
and rem unerative avocation w hich they 
can carry on at th eir own hom es w ithout 
interfering with their household am ies, 
and as I have m yself receive d m any very 
pathetic letters from poor women trying to 
eke out a scanty subsist© ce in various 
wavs, oftentim es losing "the little money 
they m ight have wisely invested ny believ­ 
ing in the deceptive advertisem ents with 
w hich our newspapers abound I purpose 
giving my own experience in bee-keepin x 
and some inform ation which may le d 
others to take up an em ploym ent requiring 
but sm all capital and little tim e, yet yield 
lug a large percentage OI pro it. 
'th ere are many very interesting books 
upon cees, w ritten y scientific men, which 
I wo Id advise ever , one to lead, giving an 
account of their < ur.ous habits describing 
•h eir wonderlul organization as viewed 
through the microscope, and telling " h a t 
organs ana m etho s they use in milking 
th eir tnatheinatiea ly exact cells and col­ 
ie, ling bouey and propolis, and telling a.so 
w hat Powers are nest suite i to ti oui lo 
food. Every year di-covers .'Ollie new facts, 
but in this letter I shall coniine in.sell to 
the practical side of tho question. I hogan 
bee-keening some tbrea years ago iii he 
boston High I anus, contrary to the adc ice of 
friends, w ho stoutly declared tha the city 
was not well adapted lo bee culture, and 
th a t though I rnignt lo sildv ' keep bees,” 
yet as lor obtaining any honey from them 
th at was out of t ie question; they even 
asked me, when I trium phantly displayed 
my brat box of honey, if I were sure th at it 
was not iii the hive when I bought iti 
Aly P ii»t H ive anil B e e . 
were obtained from Mrs. Lizzie E. Cotton of 
W est Gorham, Me. 
And, right here, I 
wish to give her tho full credit of my suc­ 
cess. all tho more, because, being a woman, 
•be is less likely on th at account to have 
her invention appreciated- 
I bud no pre 
vious knowledge 01 bees, and it was univ 
by caretuily following 
lier simple, 
• u t 
scientific, direction-, and adopting h er r e ­ 
m arkably sale and excellent hive. that I 
h av e bad so large a m easure of success, 
an i am able to recom m end them by my 
exam ple, 
Perhaps it will be well in this letter to 
direct my first efforts to correcting false 
tm piessious us to bee culture. Iii the first 
K 
lace then, any one can keep bees," bother 
vine in city or country, provided ti at 
there is a yard, or it m ay b e a root only, 
sufficiently large to contain the lave or 
hives. 
Again, it is quite unnecessary to plant 
flowers as food for the bees, because they 
will find it fur them selves in great abun­ 
dance, travelling for the purpose, if need 
be, over a ram us of m any miles. 
More­ 
over there is no need of auy on* s being 
stung in taking care of bees. 
it is tb s fem 
m ore than any other lea^on which prevents 
people nom keeping them , aud yet th aie 
never was a more com plete m isapprehen­ 
sion. I once ass:>ted two ladies who were 
totally timtcquain en wiih bees to set up 
th ree hives; at first they were nervous 
enough, but. very soon, perceiving th at the 
insects were harm less as Hies, they became 
perfectly calm and reheeled, aud would 
not again. I am sure, Ii .vc tho slightest 
fe r. I have been asked so m any times it 
people to be sm cessiul m ust not have some 
peculiar g ilt which tin* bees recognize th at 
t woald say bere th at the only qualifica­ 
tions necessary in undertaking Dee culture 
•re good common tense, perseverance and 
a spice of ingenuity. As these are held rn 
as large a proportion ai least bv women as 
h y m e n .it stands to reason th at they can 
be equally successful as bee-keepers. 
The question then comes up very n atu r­ 
ally. 
W ho M innie K eep Hee.if 
My answer would be first of all, poor peo­ 
p le; to increase their scanty incomes and 
to buy many little com forts which they 
m ust oiherwise go 
w ithout. 
Secondly, 
people with large fam ilies; for there is no 
g reater luxury, and more wholesome iood 
th an honey. 
Children especially, need 
sweets, au i how m uch le tte r to give them 
honey on their i read th an im pure sugar 
and candy. A dults som etim es do not care 
for it, hut you will rarely find children who 
are not fond of ii, aud in sickness it is often 
very beneficial. 
Then florists should cultivate bees, and 
farm ers who have orchards and who are in­ 
terested in any sort of Iruit growing; for 
th e bees ao not, as some people think, sting 
and injure fruit, hut instead, help in the 
fertilization of the flowers 
Again, carpenters should keep bees, for 
w hen all the hives and boxes < an be made 
in Hie family the expense is lessened and 
th e proofs Increased. 
Women who wish to 
add to their incomes w lnie rem aining in 
th eir own homes, especially if tlieso homes 
are iii the country, should turn their atten ­ 
tion to bee-keeping. 
And. lastly, all parents, rich or poor, who 
have boys and girls growing up, may iii this 
way cultivate iu them a love for natural 
history, for m any a lad m ight bo Kept from 
bad company und low pius lits, if only Ins 
superabundant energy could be turned to 
studying the habits of the bees and watch­ 
ing the workings of their m arvellous in­ 
stinct- Let a boy have charge of the bees, 
and they will furnish hun with good com­ 
pany. 
I nave lately been reading a recent publi­ 
cation upon bees by the t ov. F. C. Jenyns, 
m em bers of the com m ittee of the British 
Bee Keepers’ Association, and. though writ­ 
ten by an Englishm an, for I ng.isli people, 
yet it in equally applicable to Am ent a, and 
beers so directly upon ibis sueject th a t I 
cannot for ear quoting a lew words: 
"W hat a pity it seems th at there should 
be such a waste of n atu re’s good gifts! 
‘ It is a waste also of th at which m ight 
bring many a com fort to those who need. 
“The cottager who o ;ten tunes has hard 
enough work to m ike ends meet, and can 
do so only w ith very great care, m ight well 
add som ething to bis store bv keeping a few 
hives. It would cost him but little tim e, or 
only u h tim e as his wife or older children 
could give. We m ight alm ost sav th at tho 
money for his rent or for his children’s 
Shoes is lying there in the fields, every 
Bower containing its little m ite ready for 
bim if oulv he would keep the busy work­ 
ers. who are really m ost willingly to gather 
it for him ; and besides all this, it is dom fl­ 
ies* true th at if more bees were Kept there 
w ould be yet greater crops of goo I Iruit in 
m any an orchard and garden. We see an 
orchard whi e with lovely blossoms; but a 
vast num ber of these fall to the ground 
Wasted, for the w ant of I he visit of a bee; 
and so m uch is this the case th at when 
fru it farm ing is undertaken, and 
large 
orchards are p laited , some people very 
wisely establish I rue apiaries near them , 
not so much for lim honey they produce as 
for the good they do am ong tho fruit trees. 
And now, i m ust not forget to tell you 
H aw Ai in-Ii (a m in i is R eq u ired . 
Now, in bee keeping, like everything else, 
there is, w hat I will call for distinction, a 
true und a fa se economy. (Of course, there 
Is no such thing real y. I u t it seems hard to 
call a person im provident who is ever ac­ 
tuated by a desire to be careful and saving.) 
So. to begin in the right way, and witli true 
economy, one should purchase only the 
purest breed of Italian bees, in the best pos­ 
sible Hive. 
For. as in the raising of poultry 
and other dom estic anim als, it is acknow l­ 
edged th ai the kind m akes a great differ- 
mice in value and results, so w ith lees. 
You will surely secure more docile, prolific 
and th iiitv workers if you buy your first 
stock from breeds which have a well-estab­ 
lished repi tation for these qualities. And 
It pays in the en .th o u g h you have to give 
a little more at the outset, 
'I hen as lo the hive. I consider the one I 
h a ' e mentioned superior to all others in 
t h 'S every im portant ra rtic u lu s. First, in 
safely wintering the bees. 
Ever since J 
have 
been 
interested 
in 
apicultuie 
I 
have w atched the Dee journals, and in the 
co responlienee have read 
each 
winter, 
item s like the folios.ing. which are copied 
verbatim : 
“I have w intered nineteen colonies out of 
th irty ; seven colonies froze to death.” 
“ Last fall, I bad sixty-four colonies, some 
in double walled hives, and fifty oi them 
have starved, with from t n to twenty-five 
pounds of honey in e n Ii hive.” 
“The I os of bees in this section is very 
heavy. Out of six hundred and eighty col­ 
onies. belonging to tw enty s x «f my neigh­ 
bors, < nly one hundred and fifteon colonics 
are left. many losing all. 
So tar my own 
loss Is thirty-nine out of seventy-two.” 
Now, in the face of th se disastrous 
statem ents, which m ight well ammi the 
most stout-hearted apiarist, I, with Mrs. 
Cottou’s ay& i ventilator, and hive well 
packed wit* d aw . have left my bees out 


on their summer stands, in all kinds of 
cold snu storm y weather, w ithout suffering 
any loss whatever. 
Spring has always 
found them in good condition, ready to 
work again for me. 
The second point of superiority is the 
provision lur 


J u d i c i o u s F e e d i n g . 
which m ore than doubles the quantity, and 
greatly im proves tho quality of the honey. 
Most other hives have no m eans of feeding 
tho bees inside the hive, and all bee keepers 
know th at outside feeding is suicidal; but, 
by a special contrivance in Mrs. Cotton’s 
litve, the bees are induced to use syrup in 
addition to honey to feed their young, and 
thus many pounds of excellent honey can 
be saved in glass boxes. 
Third, by regulating sw arm 'ng. This is 
done bv a pecuil r met bo I, and the p u t'ing 
on of suin and top boxes at the proper 
time, ^ sy ste m a tiz e d and erratic sw arm ing 
bas always been a source of annoyance aud 
loss to i ee-keepers. I knew a m ini-ter once 
whose bees took the inopportune tim e of 
Sunday m orning to swarm, .lust as tho 
church bells were ringing he saw them 
"Piking a bi e line” for his neighbor's yard. 
but when after church be went over to 
reclaim Ins errant property, be found that 
his neighbor bail hived ami appropriated 
the sw arm , m uch to the chagrin ot the cod 
parson, for no am ount of argum ent bad any 
effect upon the covetous neighbor. 
I think, in this connection, I m ust tell 
you about a friend 
of m ine who had a 
swarm of bluck bees given to her about tho 
tim e I began with mine. They were in a 
box-hive at first, but upon my rem onstrat­ 
ing with her she bad them removed to one 
of the various sorts of fram e hives, < nee 
iii a while we compare notes, and while 
she, after three years, now has on y the one 
stock, and never has had a pound of pure, 
seeab le honey, nor a cent of profit, I have 
increast d m ine to several strong colonies, 
and have taken off in glass 'oxes eighty- 
four pounds of delicious honey (so d e a r 
th at you can see the light through it), from 
one hive, in the iii nth of dune alone. This 
is a fair com m entary upon Hie difference in 
hives, bees, and method of keeping them. 
From sbT* to $ ll) gives one a fair start in 
bees, and 
if they eau be procured early in 
the slim m er considerable honey may be 
secured the first soa'on, while tho next 
year, by proper m anagem ent, they will 
yield more than IOO pounds of bouey, and 
very likelv give a fine swarm besides. 
Women are supposed to know very little 
ef business m atters, but alm ost any one can 
see th a t if a capital of $80 is employed, 
$I 80 w> ulii be the year’s Interest at the 
rate 
of 
C 
per c eu t, 
more 
than 
can 
be 
obtained 
in 
ordinary in­ 
vestments. 
Now to obtain lo o pounds 
of 
boney, 
which 
will 
sell 
for 
tw enty five cents per pound, is to gain very 
m arly "cent per c e n t’’ or to get one’- pr n- 
cipal back again in the first year w ithout 
taking into account the swarm , which is 
worth a good deal. The next year would 
gee the same result with tho money, and 
increase of the se ond swarm, in addition, 
anil so on, until the num ber of stocks being 
as large as the person would care to keep, 
they could lie disposed of at a good price to 
neighbors wishing to begin, 
k n a v e been 
careful to give a low estim ate of profits: 
hot even at these rates if we compare api­ 
culture with other farm and garden em­ 
ployments, the advantage is m uch iu favor 
of the former. 
Take for instance the most popular, th at 
of ch cken raising. H ie preparatory outlay 
is m uch targer. tho food m ore expensive, 
regularity in feeding more im portant, and, 
considering ihe diseases and enem ies of 
chicken-', the risks much greater. 
I m ust relate 
a little 
incident, even 
though my letter be l a t h e r long: 
A ladv 
living not far from Bo-ton becam e inter­ 
ested in raising hens, and after some little 
time, iii counting her stunk, fouuu to her 
satisfaction th at she really was about to 
realize a good profit. 
But the old adage, 
"N ever count your chi kens before they are 
hatched ” came in quite p it, here; fo 
she 
a w o K e one m orning soon after to find lier 
hen house em pty but for one old hen and 
her fam ily of ten line chicks. Seeing a 
paper a tached to the m otlier, she stooped 
and read. “ Feed them well and before long 
wo will come bai k and take them too.” 
if we look at fruit talking we find It re, 
quires land, and expense to keep it fertile; 
vegetables the s ame. and also much hard 
work : and to be anniv ssful w ith flowers one 
m ust have a green hon e. a m irket near at 
hand, and expend much tim e and laoor. 
I have said little tim e is required to keep 
bees, for nearly half the year they rem ain 
shut up, and during two or three m onths of 
tho rem ainder they take care of 
them ­ 
selves. 
vo only in the spring and late In 
tim fall do they require feeding to bring 
about the hest results; aud some attention 
(if they are m aking hone / fast) in .lune and 
■lilly in putting on anil taking off the honey 
boxes. The hives an i boxes can easily be 
m ade by any one who has a little knowl­ 
edge of carpentry. I spend several weeks 
away from home myself, hut always find 
my bees iii good order when I return, which 
would hardly be the case w ith chickens or 
fruit. 
And now in contem plating ail these facts, 
and all th a t has been w ritten about bees 
do you wonder t Hat I ain surprised and 
alm ost indignant when I travel m iles aud 
miles in and around my home and hun­ 
dreds of m iles by railroad in this and other 
States, whore orchards abound and wild 
flow ers line the roadside, literally ‘ w asting 
their sweetness on the desert air," at the 
atisenoe of bees, and th at in all the thou­ 
sands of country houses for sale there are 
always plenty of piggeries and henneries 
advertised, but never any m ention of bee 
hives? It m ust lie due to Ignorance, and 
if I have dispelled even a little of it 
and 
convinced 
a 
few 
people of 
the 
im portance. 
practicam lity 
and 
pecu­ 
niary 
advantage 
of 
keeping 
bees, 
I shall I e well satisfied w iih my mis-iou. 
In conclusion I will say th at j know of no 
persons who ought not to keep bees, except 
those who are habitually oare'ess and ne­ 
glectful, and, perhaps, a very few to whom 
insect stings are unusually poisonous. For, 
although, as I h a v e .said, there is no need 
of being stung, yet accidents w ill occasion­ 
ally happen through carelessness. 
Now. if 
I have not m et ali the inquiries of my read­ 
ers. I will gladly answer any lurther ques­ 
tions by lettoi- aim send pam phlets to these 
desiring them and sending stam ps 
for 
them , aud if any one would like to visit my 
hives, I should be happy to show them tile 
bees working in tho coxes iii dune.

less, be called slaug. Slang is, however, 
the technical language 
of

sentim ent. 
lu re 
slang 
originates 
as 
a general 
thing am ong 
thieves. 
gam blers 
and 
prize-fighters, 
and it has its reason for existence in the 
fact th at Hie m em bers of these honorable 
professions find it necessary to discuss their 
operations and affairs so that outsiders may 
not understand. The elevation of the prize­ 
fighter to the position of a popular favorite, 
ami of prize-fighting to renk in Hie field of 
sport, has made its slang rut lier commonly 
intelligible. 
G am blers' slang, too. has 
been 
made 
fam iliar 
to 
every 
one 
ttirough 
the 
newspapers. 
Thieves’ 
s lune, however, is not so general ly un­ 
derstood. for tho thief, iissucli, desires to be 
unknown, and bis slang is ouly effective 
am ong his conferres. T he old talk of the 
thieves is not so generally used as it used to 
be. Iii fact, slang am ong thieves of em i­ 
nence in their profession hss died 
out 
alm ost com pletely, tor. the reason that 
t liking slang was soon found to be a m eans 
of attracting attention—a very undesirable 
I bing to this gentry. Among tho lesser iry 
the use of suing still prevails, but the mean­ 
ing of term s ' flanges more rapidly than it 
used to. Tune tv .8 when a m em ber of tho 
crooked fraternity could rattle off five or six 
sentences entirely unintelligible, and a de­ 
tective’s conversation was a m arvel of mys­ 
terious m eaning. Slang originating with 
the thieves has : assed now to the newsboys 
and voting roughs, who use it alm ost con­ 
stantly. Some of it passes into use among 
better-inform ed people, 
but not much, 
and 
the 
greater 
part 
of 
tho 
"lingo" in use tod ay am ong thieves is as 
unintelligible to an honest man as ii it was 
so m uch H ottentot. 
Tho detectives, if 
possible, use more slang lh n a thief, and 
they keep up with alf the additions to Hie 
rogues’ lexicon, for Hie reason that it is 
part of a detective’s pride to understand rho 
talk, while tho thief uses his slang only to 
convey his ideas sub rosa to his partners, 
and not as a linguistic acquirem ent 
The use of slang by a detective was 
laughably illustrated not long ago at the 
four courts, when one of the local lynxes 
was put on the witness stand to testify as 
to the arrest of tho defendant A fter de­ 
claring th at tim prisoner had several more 
or less weird aud incom prehensible aliases 
and was a bad m an, the prosecuting attor­ 
ney asked: 
I low did von come to arrest bim ? 
■ ’W ell,” replied the detective. "I was go­ 
ing down Broadway, and just in front I 
sp ie d ‘his nobs.’ I piped’ him awhile, and 
then he got his ’lam ps’ on me aud ‘screwed 
his n u t’ and 'lam m ed.’” 
The forem an of rho jury was just on the 
point of calling for ah interpreter when the 
lawyer translated 
Hie 
detective’s testi­ 
mony. explaining th a i “his nobs” was de­ 
fendant. 
th at 
“ piping” 
was w atching, 
"lam ps” m eant eyes, and th at when the 
m an "screwed his nu t aud lam uieu” he 
started to run sway. 
The explanation of a case by a detective. 
if printed iii bis language, would to the gen­ 
eral leader look like a sam ple of the new 
language which some crank in Europe has 
invented for universal use. In tho language 
of the thieves ail mon who violate the laws 
of mourn and ten rn, w hether by force, fraud 
or ingenuity ave "crooks,” but “crooks” 
are subdivided into other classes. 
‘Ihe 
hank burg lar is a “gopher,” and "dip,” 
wire,” 
“tool.” 
are 
Hie 
nam es 
for 
a 
pickpocket. 
A 
"moll 
w ire” 
is 
one who robs women only, and a very 
slangy crook m ight in a m om ent of slang- 
slinging 
enthusiasm 
substitute for the 
term another, "m oll buzzer." A woman is 
a “moll." while a boy is always a "kid.” If 
tho burglar goes By him self he is a ‘smcle- 
iootor." 
A ' stall” is one who watches 
while a burglar works or engages the 
attention of 
victim s while pickpockets 
are at work. A m an or an institution 
selected to be robbed or victim ized is 
a "m ark” ; a highw aym an is a 
“string- 
arm m an” and the act of highway robbery 
is “holding up,” 
"B loke” is a common 
term originally m eaning 1 party to be 
robbed, but now used as a kind of reproach­ 
ful term signifying th at a party is "no 
good.” 
Tile confidence man is a "con. 
m an.” If he plays three-o rd m onte he is a 
' m onte spieler,” and, as Hie gam e requires 
more than one to m ake it work, the crowd 
is term ed a "m onte mob.” The victim of 
the confidence man is a "m ark” or a “guy.” 
and if he be an old man he is respect­ 
fully alluded to as a "happy guy.” lf he falls 
into the trap easily he is ’ dead sure to lose 
his stuff.” stuff being the crooks’ term for 
tno root of all evil. 
Stolen property is

he receives credit therefor in being term ed

Dr. Ballinger, president of tho Royal 
Microscopic Society, recently delivered an 
address whi> it gives an exam ple of the 
adm irable and unceasing devotion shown 
bv our hest scientific men. 
A fter dw elling 
on certain recent im provem ents in th e con­ 
struction of lenses, the president, on the 
occasion referred to, proceeded to describe 
a series of experim ents which ho bas con­ 
ducted for nearly ten patient and faithful 
yours. 
Long ago Darwin expressed the 
opinion

which living creatures adapt themselves.! 
by inward and outw ard m odifications, to 
changed circum stances, and so produce 
w fiat are cal lea lie ■ species, it m ust be by 
w arching the lowest and least visibleorgan- 
isnts. 
I o such a task Dr. Dallinger set bun­ 
sen. His project was to place and keep un­ 
der his letis several varieties of those m i­ 
nute monads, which are incessantly m ulti­ 
plying by-ti BS ti re or division, and which are 
nearly at tho bottom of anim ated nature. 
The generations of those creatures succeed

th a t 
in

of 
an hour ho eau view the passage of four­ 
teen or fifteen generations, which would 
answ er to som ething like 45u years of 
hum an history, w hile a day of m onadic ex­ 
istence would represent more than 10,000 
of our years. These monads live in water, 
aud by connecting tho drop th at serves 
them for a habitable aud roomy ocean with 
the

^chafer, the tem perature of this drop can 
be either kept constant or raised very 
slowly, and w ith absolutely steady pre­ 
cision

in her highest productions. N ight aud 
day, 
w inter and sum m er, the patient 
gaze 
m ust

ence. ‘I he slightest accident to the appara­ 
tus m ight In otto m oment render the whole 
experim ent void, and leave tho drop or 
w ater as lifeless as these islands would i e 
if another glacial period suddenly arrived. 
The only reward, on the other hand, for 
successful and alm ost inconceivable perse­ 
verance would be tho dis overy of truth, 
artel the re-enforcem ent of D arw in's sub­ 
lim e generalization. Bitt. for the sake of 
these, which always satisfy Hie noble ardor 
of science. 
Dr. Dalliituer has given as 
m any years of his Ii lo as was spent by tho 
Greeks iii the siege of Troy, aud lias appar­ 
ently won a scientific victory, Ute value of 
which is as signal as his ingenuity aud de­ 
votion are adm irable. 
We wdl endeavor very briefly to describe 
the m ethod and the outcome of his m ost re­ 
m arkable experim ents. The group of mi­ 
croscopic m onads were put under the lens 
in a w ell-tit ted w ater cell at their usual 
tem perature of OO-F., the apartm ent, tho 
aparatus and all around being carefully 
kept in precise unison.

alike strong enough to live and thrive. 
W hat answers to sunstrokes aud fever 
with us had caused vacant spaces to ap­ 
pear in the water-drop, and it was only 
wheu the m onads showed them selves once 
mote lively aud prolific by a long era of 
repoFe thai th e careful doctor adm inistered 
a further dose of caloric. D uring eight 
years and a-balf did he thus slowly and un- 
weariedlv proceed in the sam e course, aug­ 
m enting the b cato f their snrroundtng ele­ 
m ent pow arid then by slow and slight 
additions, pausing afterw ards for m onths to 
give the m inute creatures tim e to accom­ 
m odate them selves when signs were visible 
th atth ey were under difficulties and always 
going forward to new trials of endurance 
when they had recovered. In this manner, 
after all those years, Dr. B allanger brought 
his sm all patients to the astonishing range 
of 158° Fahrenheit, at which the latest

Verne. April 3.—I have known 
several circus advance press agents includ­ 
ing tho two most fam ous ones the t rotbers 
John W. and R. F. Ham ilton. 
Both com­ 
bine the literary faculty w ith th a t of tho 
business man, and therefore are not only 
( apa* Ie of enjoying interesting experiences, 
but of describing them afterw ards so as to 
interest others, which is where your m ere 
business m an 
utterly 
fails. 
John VV., 
the 
ol.er 
otto, 
is 
not 
now 
on 
tho 
road. 
lie 
is 
m anaging 
tho 
Brook- 
lyn Theatre, and Mr. E rastus W im an’s 
a1 fresco interests on Staten Island. There­ 
fore he is in a position (presum ably painful 
to so zealous an agent) vf being aide to talk 
of his profession w ithout scoring one point 
for the public and two for the show he is 
engaged with. As for the experience whicli 
lits him to speak for bis profession, let it bo 
understood that he has been the i gent first 
for Howes & Cushing, then for Barnum 
then for the New York aquarium , next for 
Shook & Gilmore of G ilm ore's < arden, for 
Barnum again, thi n lor Hie great Loudon 
circus, aud finally for him self and tho Im­ 
perial l a m circus of Melville, Stickney .Sc 
Hamilton. 
I c.ilie t on him the other night with 
memories of many interesting talks with 
hun and his col Ie gues a out the business, 
to gel him to enlighten me on the duties of 
a circus press ag en t I discovered th at tho 
nest way was his way, th at of telling sto­ 
ries to illustrate as well as describe. Story­ 
telling is always The I est way to teach his­ 
tory-even that of a circus. 
Two circus war stories by Mr. Ham ilton 
dem onstrate not only w hat w ork the ad­ 
vance agent has to do. hut it Iso w hat he is 
called upon for in the m ost exacting and 
foverishiiig situations, sn th a t they give a 
comprehensive insight into the business. 
The first narrative reb rs to a tight be­ 
tween tho Barnum and the great London 
shows in 181 (J. 
it was the first opposition 
Barnum m et with by the latter concern. 
which "a s then owned by Parks. Davis 
& Cockrell. 
VV lien Barnum was billed 
\o show in 
Wor ester, 
Springfield, or 
any other town, and tho opposition show 
was 
billed 
for 
the sam e town, there 


VV its Mure to b r »» I'izht 
iii each place, w hether the shows were one 
m onth, two weeks or a day apart. One cir­ 
cus woal I send special m en to bill over 
Ute porters of the other show, even if the 
oilier show was not going to be in th at 
place 
until 
threo 
m onths 
after 
the 
other had gone away. It is often agreed 
between show proprietors iii such cases 
th at there snail be none of w hat they call 
"dirty work” - no covering over of Dills and 
no pulling of them down. Bitch acts lead 
to intense anger and vast expense. They 
are oltene t brought about through I he am ­ 
bition of an agent to m ake his m ark, or the 
enemies of a nill poster who has ' eon with 
the oilier show form erly aud been dis­ 
charged. 
“ We were fighting in a desultory wqv iii 
ail the towns Lorn New Haven up to W or­ 
cester. tile two shows being from one to 
three weeks iii)art. 
At W orcester the fight 
culm inated. Bill Durand was the advance 
press ace ut for tho London and all along 
the route had been getting paragraphs in 
the newspapers to Ute effect th at the usual 
crowd cl pickpockets, ruffians and taik irs 
wash) the w k e of the Barnum show, and 
cautioning the people to enroll 
special 
constants 
to 
protect 
their 
orop- 
erty when the 'tre a t moral show’ should 
conte ah ag. 
was very exasperating to 
Barnum who is never anxious to light, out 
is a plucky com batant when driven to it. 
I was tr ingto counteract the effect of these 
paragraphs until we reached W orcester, 
where i e were one dav apart we showing 
on Wednesday aud they on Thursday, Igot 
there in the m orning, and received a te l“- 
gram 
from 
Barnum , 
who 
was 
in 
Woonsocket, 
saying: 
'D urand will he 
in 
Wi rouster 
today. 
lf 
he 
agrees 
to ceu-o all 
hostilities, very 
w ell; if 
not la’-on.' I had had two or three cards of 
widen Barnum gave me the 
keleton. and 
I filii d thorn out and signed Barn urn’s nam e 
to them in the two afternoon papers, de­ 
nouncing the great London show in harsh 
terms. 
I waited until it was time for the 
papers to go to m ass. so th at in case Durand 
got there and got Winn of w hat I was doing 
ha would have no chance to re Iv in the 
same issues. A fter Hie papers were printed 
Durand caille, and I m et him in Hie office 
of the Wore ster Spy. He dem anded a re­ 
traction of the cards then published. I re­ 
fused, saving, 'W e retract nothing.’ 
lie 
said, 'Well, no your woiot, aud we’ll do 
ours.’ 
I t ’* W a r to the K n i f e . ’ 
I never was m ors nervous. 
I thought my 
last hour had conte as a show ag en t-D u ­ 
rand was so celebrated und had been in tile 
business so funny years. 
To increase my 
gloom the local newspaper m en kindly 
assured me th a t D urand would wipe the 
earth w ith me. 
I looked on my dism issal 
the next d iy as a certainty. 
I had taken 
the precaution, however, to secure the hest 
as well as all 
the 
space purchasable 
iii the Spv, the only paper published the 
next m orning, taking care to agree to pay 
for the space w hether I used it or not. 
I urnnd, who was accompanied bv two or 
thiee friends (among them Colonel John 
Foster whom every one knows us having 
been w ith John Robinson’- and other fight­ 
ing shows), retired to prepare the tit un­ 
der 
for 
Hie 
next 
m orning, 
Foster 
kindly assuring me th a t I stood no pos­ 
sible show, and had better prepare my 
resignation. I thoroughly believed him. I 
jumped behind the d -sk in the Soy office, 
pulled off mv coat and bepat! to summon to 
my aid all the adjectives ut my vocabulary, 
resolving to do or die. Page after page I 
tossed off, sending each one up as I wrote It 
iii a series of separate articles, each with 
spread, heads about twice tho length of 
the articles them selves. 
Occasionally I 
st. pped 
a 
mom ent, 
but 
only to get 
another idea, and so I kept up until 
ail tho space I had bought was occupied. 
Ii was a m int tor tho W orcester Spy. It 
never did such a business before iii its his­ 
tory. It bud charged w hat it pleased for 
my m atter, for, in a war, a circus doseu’t 
care w hat it spends. 
"At about half-past IO o'clock th at night 
I m et Durand und his friends again In the 
office. D urand shnveu in his conv, which 
am ounted 
to 
only 
three-quarters of a 
colum n,headed by the well-know circus line 
which every snow m an has been a thousand 
tim es: 
“ ‘ L e t the H a iled J a d e W in c e .’ 
“I had heard of so m any tricks that, of 
course, I was nervous aud fearful of Durand 
mid lits friends. They invited me to drink 
a glass of beer aud we joined m a half an 
hour’s jocular conversation, joking each 
other about w hat would happen when tho 
paper cam e out the next day. 
We sepa­ 
rated, Durand and hts friends ostensibly 
going 
to 
their 
hotel 
to 
do 
nothing 
m ole 
th at 
night, 
aud 
I 
ostensibly 
going to m ine, hut 
instead, I hid be­ 
hind a great oak tree in front of my hotel 
an a w atched them into theirs, and then in­ 
stead of going toked I returned to lite news­ 
paper office, 
I did this because I was uer- 
lectiy w d l aware that in opposition tights 
it was not at ull unusual for an agent to get 
into the composing room of a country news­ 
paper. curry favor w ith the foreman, or buy 
hint and steal the other agent’s m anuscript. 
I realized th at if this was done to me the 
tender plant of my career would be out 
down before it budded. I stood ntv ground 
at the door of the press room until 3.30 
0 olook in the morning, when the paper 
went to press and I went to lied. 
"My show arrived tho next morning, and 
1 was awakened by the noise of the per­ 
formers picking out their moms. I was so 
fearful of having been beaten out of my 
boots th at I was actually afraid to come ont 
of my room. E ventually I did so, and iii 
the breakfast room m et a num ber of per­ 
formers. each w ith a copr of tho Spy, I was 
seized and em braced,had my hands shaken. 
was congratulated and landed for w hat I 
had w ritten—ah of which I took to be pure 
sarcasm. I soon saw the Spy myself, aud 
found I had virtually the whole of the 
paper. T here wasn’t a page of it w ithout a 
spread head fer the Barnum show in which 
the london was called a band of thieves! 
F la u n tin g th o Flute a t B a n k r u p tc y , 
handicapped by debt. m ortgaged by their 
printer, not even owning the name they 
showed under, b at fraudulently advertising 
"Banger’s Royal B rinish M enagerie—a thing 
th a t could not be in this country. My para­ 
graphs invited the populace to look a t their 
m enagerie as It passed through the streets, 
composed of half-starred prairie dugs, m is­ 
erable specim ens or the cheapest sort of 
annuals, all iii secoud-hand dingy cages 
with played-out paraphernalia, and invit­ 
ing the peonie to compare this with lite 
gorgeous, dazzling costumes of the Barnum 
parade and the general magnificence which 
we would exhibit. 
"A lter Breakfast I was snnjm onrd to P. T, 
Barnum** 
room. 
I found film getting 
shaved in hts night shirt and bolding a 
copy of the Bey in hts hand. Barnum was 
to me the greatest maw th a t ever B red. 
It 
was the first tim e I aah ever come in con­ 
ta c t w ith him . bilk tim salute was, 'Ham­ 


ilton. these are the most astounding articles 
I ever trad in my life. Do 7011 know von 
call those people thieves, scoundrels atm 
everything, w ithout Hie power to prove 
anything of t Ii© kind? 
I ain astounded, 
thunderstruck I couldn’t reali a th at this 
was actually in print. In all Hie years of 
mv citrus experience I have read lively ar* 
til lea, but never anvilling to com pare with 
these in libellous adjectives.’ 
"My only excuse was his telegram to *lay 
on ’ I told bim trem blingly Hint I laid on 
to the best of m y ability, fie said: ‘These 
people are liable to tie our show up for 
$ 100,000 and compel us to give bonds for 
double th at am ount.’ Afterwards the Lon­ 
don show diff bring a suit, and bad the 
pacers all ready for both crim inal libel and 
a civil suit for damages, 
Ha nu in storm ed 
ana raved again and I secretly wished th at 
Barnum and I would be arrested and 
P u t In the Mnmo Ceti. 
"It woald be the biggest advertisem ent a 
beginner like me could possibly have. The 
w arrants were Issued, but I’arks, Davis & 
Dockrell w eakened and refused to have 
them served, declaring that they would 
vengeance on m e personally if they ever 
m et me. 
"D m and was tho sorest m an in town and 
declared he didn’t dream of such a thing as 
Happened, Ho thought h e’d have a w alk­ 
over. The London folks a !so instituted a 
suit against tho Soy for $50,000. It was 
folio wed by a personal apology from the 
editor, who truthfully said lie hadn't soon 
my copy or he wouldn’t have allowed it to 
go into bls col a m s for 
$io000. 
We 
shoued 
th at 
afternoon 
and 
turned 
thousands 
away. 
Half an 
hour afier 
the 
doors 
opened 
you 
couldn't 
get 
w ithin two blocks of tho show. I m ust con­ 
fess th at the saute thing happened with the 
I on non show the next day The whole city 
was aroused by the conflict. T hat was the 
lust of th at war. The shows went in differ­ 
ent direction* the next day. D urand re­ 
signed at Hie enfl of the touting season, and 
in the m iddle of the season I severed 
my 
connection 
with 
Barnum , 
and 
was 
engaged 
at 
double my 
previous 
salary 
by 
tho 
London 
folks. 
They 
sent for me to see their p ira' e at Elizabeth. 
N. J., prior to their opening of tho fall sea­ 
son in tho MailFon Square Garden in New 
York. They wanted to know if their parade 
was good enough for toe metropolis, the 
paraphernalia 
having gone 
through 
a 
whole season. I saw at once th a t tho parade 
would not equal those Barnum had pre­ 
viously given. o n the way hom e the idea 
occurred to me that it would he an excel­ 
lent tliiug and a big novelty to give 
A (Mien- I’n rad c u t .\lel>i 
with torches and fire works, the principal 
reason being th a t the travel-stained stuff 
would look as well then us lf it wero new. 
The more I thought about it the m o re l 
was con zinced th at ti would fie the biggest 
thing ever done in att advertising way, 
but I had the greatest d fficulty to get 
those conservative showmen to adopt 
so ttovol att inca. 
It 
took four days 
of B em en t telegraphing, and tho only 
w ay I did persuade them was by saying th at 
if ii w asn't the biggest tiling ever known 
Bd : ive mv services for the Now York sea­ 
son for nothing. 
They consented, and it 
turned out as I said. it was estim ated that. 
(IOO OOO persons turned out on the streets to 
moo it. I rode two blocks ahead in a cab, 
and when I pot to tho Bowery i couldn't 
gel through tho streets. Tho posts for the 
elevated railroad had just been put up and 
were ail black w ith boys. New’ York had 
never seen su 'h a turnout, The l ondon 
so iBon eclipsed anything Barnum evai did. 
it i rought about Baruum ’s swallowing up 
tho Loudon show. 
“At another lim e John H. M urray’s circus 
was going to Berm uda on 
ii schooner. 
Howes & Cushing’s Great American circus 
and Loyal B rim n m enagerie was going 
there by steam er, to start later that! the 
schooner, nut reach there at the sam e time. 
There was 
a 
bitter 
feeling 
in 
New 
York between the people of the rival 
shows, aud it culm inated, you rem em ber, 
in 
a 
fight 
in 
Fourth 
avenue 
be­ 
tween Jam es M urray, John’s brother, and a 
gang and old man Cushing, in which Cush­ 
ing was badly burt. I was w ith Howes & 
Cushman. The schooner started, taking all 
except five performers who left later on the 
steam ship th at carried me and my men 
ahead or our show. Choy threatened to 
throw me overboard. I went to the nurser 
and showed him th at I was arm ed with 
a revolver and told him of the throats. 
Ile said ho had enough 
men 
to put 
them in irons 
if 
they 
attem pted 
to 
do 
me 
any 
harm . 
We 
got 
to Ber­ 
muda. Mike Coyle was the a u d it for the 
other people, an I he and I having both been 
posted in New York had the idea th a t Utero 
was oniv one fit lot of ground to get lor our 
tents. Before we got to the dock he hired 
a row boat and I hired another, aud we 
milled tor the Bitore to try ami beat each 
O'her in securing that lot from the govern­ 
m ent. I w ent lo the Am erican consul and 
lie told me the lot in question had been sold 
two years before. 
Coyle succeeded in get­ 
ting another lot, but I got a British arm y 
sergeant to hind out low born tho lot was 
sold tmh then went to the owner a itc h 
negro and 
Secured it fo r n Small F rlee 
for three weeks. I got permission from 
Major-General I^oFloy to show under Hie 
patronage of the Governor-Gonoral, which 
was equivalent to showing under her m a­ 
jesty’s patronage in I ondon, and this cap­ 
tured tile town. 
I went to Hie newspaper 
office and bought all the space it had to 
spare. 
It occurred to m e 
to 
ask

Thicken with I tablespoonful butter 
and I tahlcspooniul flour cooked together; add 
Ak teaspoonful sugar. I teaspoonful salt and I 
sahspoonfut popper: add water, milk or stock to 
make the consistency you wish. 
There are two kinds of lentils—French 
and E gyptian—and they closely resem ble 
peat in their nature. The E gyptian lentils 
are pinkish, and come split, like s d it peas. 
Tho Germ an lentils are round and flat. The 
Germ ans use them in s o u p s and cooked as 
a vegetable. The .- are very nutritious^ and 
cost i nly ten cents (IO) per pound, equal to 
about three cupfuls by bulk.

In the absence of any great disaster, by 
which a large num ber of lives are lost or 
placed iii im m inent jeopardy, the public 
m ind is rarely alive to the constant destruc­ 
tion 
of 
hum an 
lives 
by violence of 
storm 
or 
other 
calam itous 
agency 
D uring the 
circulation 
of 
tho 
vague 
rum ors th at the Scythia bad gone ashore 
during one of the storm s of last week, the 
intense and pitiful eagerness of all persons 
whoso eves fell on tho bulletins, or whose 
ears heard the awful rum or, was particu 
lsrly aud painfully noticeable. Yet day after 
day Hie scarcely less pitiable record of disas­ 
ter is told. alm ost equalling in the aggregate 
the loss of life expected when some unusual 
caiam iiv occurs. During the last week two 
ocean steam ships have gone to the bottom 
leaving nothing to tell of their fate except 
their absence; another ship strikes an ice 
berg; a th ird barely survives a storm, but 
m anages to save an even less fortunate 
crew ; still another comes into port w ith 
the m elancholy story of abandoned vessels, 
and so the sea furnishes its host of little 
tragedies of which few know save those 
whose hearts will grow weary w ith watch 
ing for the return of those who will never 
m ore be seen till tne sea gives up Its dead 


Bion. The President w rites under a clear 
sense of the gravity of the step which a 
renew al of Canadian aggression upon our 
fisherm en may constrain him to 
take. 
W hile he is resolutely determ ined to pro­ 
tect American vessels and crews frpm out­ 
rage, and employ all the resources placed at 
his com m and for th at purpose lf neces­ 
sity calls for extrem e m easures, he is 
earnestly desirous th at our fisherm en shall 
not, by any rash or inconsiderate acts of 
their own, afford tho Canadian authorities 
any pretext or excuse for aggression, such 
as would weaken the case of tho govern­ 
m ent at W ashington in dem anding redress. 
Replying to the intim ation that an em ­ 
bargo upon Canadian fish alone would suf­ 
fice, in case a resort to retaliation becomes 
necessary, the President points out th a t in 
a caso where national honor and rights are 
involved general interests m ust dom inate 
those o f 'individuals. This is sound doc­ 
trine. The Canadian authorities may woll 
read this letter attentively, and consider 
carefully w hether they have anything to 
gain by provoking the U nited States gov­ 
ernm ent to m easures of com m ercial coer­ 
cion.

OUR NEW HOLIDAYS—ARBOR DAY. 


■With the setting apart of a Labor day the 
M assachusetts year will be tolerably well 
provided with public holidays. Tliedem and 
for more of these days of cessation from toll 
and indulgence in the pleasure th at m ake 
the burdens of life lighter is a natural out­ 
grow th of the now social conditions. Labor­ 
saving m achines and tim e-saving inven­ 
tions are all in vain if the mass of m ankind 
are to go on working as m any hours in the 
day and as many days in the year as before. 
But this is not to be. 
We havo already twice as m any general 
holidays as we had twenty-five years ago. 
and we shall doubtless add as many more 
w ithin the com ing quarter of a century. It 
is as good as settled th at we are to have a 
Labor day, which will come as a half-way 
post 
between 
the Glorious Fourth and 
Thanksgiving. 
Election days will prob­ 
ably be the next additions to tho list, and 
there are very excellent reasons why they 
should be. 
M eantim e it is in order to rem ind the 
children in the schools, aud all 
others 
whom 
it m ay concern, th at Arbor day 
comes on tho 30th in st This is not yet a 
general holiday, but we think it bids fait- to 
develop into on*. Nearly half the Slates 
have so far adopted tho useful as well as 
ornam ental custom of setting apart, by 
proclam ations of their governors, one day 
in the spring for planting trees, and every 
year the observance is being extended. 
It 
is estim ated th at 605.000,000 of trees are 
now thriving where but a few years since 
none were to be soon, as a result of Arbor 
day. 
Wo owe this new im petus to forestry to 
the young State of Nebraska, whose gov­ 
ernor, M o r t o n , issued the first tree-plant­ 
ing proclam ation. Ohio has taken it up 
w ith m arked enthusiasm , the children of 
Cincinnati 
uniting 
to 
plant 
m em orial 
trees in honor of authors, statesm en and 
other em inent people. This way of honor­ 
ing tho day blends the poetio w ith the 
practical, for how can the dead be better 
rem em bered 
than 
b r 
beautifying the 
homes of the living? 
In our own State there is am ple opportu­ 
nity for utilizing this custom. On Cape Cod 
alone there are now 10,000 acres of growing 
forests where thirty years ago there ap­ 
peared nothing but sandy plains. T his shows 
that there is a business as woll as a beautiful 
sido to Arbor day. W aste lands planted 
with trees are put in a way to become valu­ 
able. Au observance th at is at once pleas­ 
ant and profitable is ono to be encouraged.

THE IRISH UNDER-SECRETARY. 


The cable brings word th a t Colonel K in g 
H a r m a n, m em ber of Parliam ent for the 
Isle of Thanet, has been appointed by Lord 
SALSBERY to the office of under-secretary 
to the lord-lieutenant of Ireland. 
T his ap­ 
pointm ent is of much significance. It shows 
clearly the grim determ ination of the Tory 
governm ent to adm inister their new eoer- 
ion act with the m ost relentless vigor. 
Major-General 
R e d y e ria 
B u l l e r , 
who 
gave such dam aging testim ony against the 
landlords before the laud commission, has 
eon removed from tho post of under-secre­ 
tary for the sam e reason, no doubt, as his 
predecessor, Sir R o b e r t H a m il t o n , and 
his place is now occupied by K ing H a r m a n, 
one of the m ost bitter Tories and m ost ob­ 
noxious landlords In Ireland. 
But K in g H a r m a n was not always a 
Tory. He first entered political hie in 1874 
as a Home Ruler at the same tim e J o s e p h 
C h a m b e r l a in did. Indeed his first, political 
address to an Irish constituency was w ritten 
by Mr. P a t r ic k E g a n, then of Dublin, now 
f Lincoln, Nebraska, tho late pr< sident of 
the American branch of the Irish National 
League. Hence it m ay bo inferred that 
K ing I I a r m a n’s sentim ents were strongly 
National at th at tim e. 
A few years later 
liq gravitated to the Tories, aud, in their in­ 
terest. was elected for Dublin in 187a 
After the extension of the franchise in 
1874 he was whipped out of Dublin and 
Ireland by the electors, and had to seek an 
English constituency. 
A lthough owning 
nearly all tho land on which the city of 
Sligo is built ne was defeated there for 
town commissioner. He ffs most bitterly 
disliked by the Irish people. His intellect­ 
ual status is below m ediocrity, and w hat 
ho possesses to recom m end him for a post 
which has certainly been lilied with able 
men it is difficult to divine. Most likely his 
bitter hatred of the people has won him the 
appointm ent

N ew Y o rk, April 7.—T he first appear­ 
ance of spring cam e Monday last, w ith th a t 
violent inconsistency which 
m arks our 
clim ate: having re file d to beam at any 
tim e, the sky now began to burn. Even 
spring overcoats had to be discarded. The 
ladies were 
running; to see the E aster 
styles, and the theatres were rejoiced at 
the hope of big: m atinees. 
Building operations have already been dis­ 
turbed by the com binations of m echanics. 
The m ost precipitate strike was at the 
Equitable building, where about 700 men 
knocked off work. 
The officers of the 
Equitable had m ade contracts w ith tenants 
to let them come In on the first of May, and 
they were perfectly powerless. T hat as­ 
sem bling of m any banks and large general 
institutions under one roof is not original 
with New York City. 
A Mr. Bower of 
Rochester was. I think, the first American 
to conceive the idea of bringing under his 
roof every description of shop, corporation 
and trade. 
Rochester has set the world a good many 
strange exam ples. 
W e all 
know th at 
modern spiritualism began there, and that 
Frederick Douglass settled there and started 
his negro paper, the very existence of which 
was thought for years to be a m enace to the 
Union and an aid of infidelity. Rochester 
is the chief centre of Am erican nurseries, 
especially in the fru it trade; and I think 
th at the Delaware peaches, which have be­ 
come such an im portant article of consump­ 
tion and of canning, were first introduced 
by the Rochester nurserym en. There is one 
establishm ent in Rochester which is said 
to 
have 
the 
m ost 
extensive 
trade 
fn the whole country w ith barbers, sup­ 
plying their tables, m irrors, chairs, e ta In 
th a t sam e general region com m enced the 
•use of fem ale barbers, oi whom there are 
now a good many in the interior towns. I 
had the exquisite privilege tw o or three 
years ago of being shaved at Bingham ton 
by a quadroon young woman whose hus­ 
band com m itted to her the chins of the 
faithful, and m ight even have put in her 
hands the beard of M ahomet by which he 
so heartily swore. N ot to forget Rochester, 
there Sam Ratch set the exam ple of ru n ­ 
ning down cascades and rapids and jum ping 
off bridges. It has been intim ated that 
Sam Ratch cam e from the northern part of 
the State of Delaware, and th at m ight ac­ 
count for his way of falling off things, for a 
m an need only go a m ile or two in th at 
State to tall off. Mr. Rowers perhaps got 
his idea of a great building which should 
be a world w ithin Itself from 
T he Old A rcade of ICoclirster, 
w hich was long the centre of the town. 
Those arcades are not as num erous in the 
U nited States as they were thirty years 
ago. I recollect when Rbiladelphia had a 
m ost agreeable one, with two passages in it. 
Providence still possesses one, I think. In 
Brussels, iu London aud In P aris they aro 
numerous. B ut the chief exam nle set to 
the world of a huge pleasure shop and 
office building was tho Ralais Royale in 
Paris, which was built by Cardial Richelieu 
for his own delectation. Richelieu, though 
a priest, was a sinner, and had his illegiti­ 
m ate ch ild ren ; he was one of the lovers of 
Ninon l’E tudos, who taught the young 
ladies of France perfect m anners, and had 
so great a reputation over Europe th at tile 
Queen of Sweden started to visit her as the 
very next personage to the king. Richelieu 
w anted his pleasures and his power concen­ 
trated, and he had the idea th at in one vast 
palace ho m ight assemble the representa­ 
tives of the French nation and be able to 
have them all under his eye and surveil- 
lance. The palace grew to be so b g, how­ 
ever, th at the jealous king asked bim w hat 
he was going to do w ith th at vast house 
which put tho palace in the shade. 'Hie 
wily cardinal replied that, of course he was 
building it for the king, and so it got the 
nam e of the royal palace instead of the car­ 
dinal’s palace. In our day we wonder at 
th e 
inconsistency 
of 
politicians, 
hut 
w hat 
politician 
of 
the 
modern 
world 
can 
com pare 
in 
inconsist­ 
ency with Richelieu, who. 
w hile 
put­ 
ting down the feudal barons raised him self 
to be the greatest subject France had ever 
known, aud while he doomed toe Calvinists 
to peace or exterm ination, he went to 
Sweden and raised the king of tho Protes­ 
tants to m arch down through Europe and 
overthrow the holy Roman emperor, and if 
necessary, the Pone himself. We owe mod­ 
ern infantry tactics to G ustavus Adolphus, 
who was the political creation of Cardinal 
Richelieu. Twenty-five years ago, when I 
was a young lad living about Paris, persons 
were pointed out to me who had never in 
their lives been out of the Palais Royale, 
who were either bOVn in it or came in there 
w hen very young, and had never desired to 
quit its courts and gardens, where t hey 
Could see everything, from m ilitary parades 
nnd distinguished strangers to theatres, 
cafes, daily music’, etc. 
Mr. Powers’ big building at Rochester 
was fitted up about ten years ago withla 
picture gallery for the general am usem ent 
of its tenants. There were two banks in it. 
Til© new E quitable building in New York 
has several banks in it aud a law library for 
the benefit of its law yer tenants. 
I was 
once talking to President McCurdy of tho 
M utual Life Insurance Company, about his 
g 


reat rival, Mr. Hyde, and he said: "W ell 
[yde’s m otto is ’Toujour l’Audace,’ or 
everlastingly audacious.1’ 
The Equitable 
Company put up w hat wub thought to be a 
huge building on lower Broadway, about 
tw enty years ago, and 
T h e y Did u V e st T hing 
in em ploying Quincy Ward, th e sculptor, to 
m ake them a colossal m arble group repre­ 
sentative of the divinity of insurance pro­ 
tecting w ith her shield a widow and or­ 
phans. There were not many public statues 
on Broadway at that time, anil I tliiDk ouly 
one other building has erected like statuary 
in front of it nam ely, the Park bank. 
In 
course of tim e tho M utual Life, which is 
worth over $100,000,000 in assets, went 
around In the rear of the Equitable on Nas­ 
sau street anil put up the m ost substantial 
office building in the W estern world. Not 
long after that, when the Broadway railroad 
had got to running before Ins doors, Mr. 
Hyde resolved to buy the entire block and 
m ake it screen tile M utual building. This is 
the edifice which was approac hing octuple 
lion when the 700 carpenters struck. 
T hus little by little repubii an cities grow 
to reseal tile the media val cities; as Rome 
once had tho vast palaces of the Lolouna 
and Orsini rising high above its clustering 
houses, so the stranger com ing lo the city 
of New York sees these huge castles of the 
corporations and big estates dom inating I he 
city. They are stillbuilding houses of this 
kind. and alm ost eiery great fortune in 
Now York has m onum entalized itself in 
some such edifice. You see the m onum ent 
of the Field family and of The A tlantic 
cable which Cyrus bield brought up by 
hand, in tho W ashington building which 
is I think, eleven stories high w ith a res­ 
taurant 
at the 
roof.

another 
im m ense building. Ju st above th at is the 
Boroel 
building, which 
belongs to one 
branch of the Astor family. Not far above 
th a t is lite great edifice of tho Delaware cit 
Hudson Canal Company, which contains 
m ost of the coal railroad offices, including 
the Erie. N ext above is the palace of the 
W estern Union Telegraph Company. Ouly 
a little distance off ia to be seen the palace 
of the Morse family, whose pregenitor 
invented the telegraph alphabet, 
rills 
building is overlooked by Eugene Kelly s 
tem ple edifice on the one side. and on 
the other 
by 
Orlando 
P otter’s 
great 
terra cotta house. 
The Potter building 
com m em orates a tire which burned up many 
hum an beings, aud I otten w ent up and 
down th ed ark stairs of th at house in worse 
n e w s p a p e r days than these, whni I stum bled 
on ttie steps over vagrants and thieves com­ 
ing in there to sleep o’ nights. 
I hat was 
tim W orld newspaper in w hat were called 


door to it, and not seeing the nam e of the 
lawyer I was seeking for, a m an of a most 
business like countenance, in a sm all jani­ 
tor’s office, asked me whom I was seeking, 
He turned over a book and said th a t there 
was no such person in the building. I 
glanced up at the m arble 
walls, and 
tnere I saw th a t on every floor were 
tho m agnates of this oil commerce, who 
held the firmest hand of any people in this 
country upon any one particular product: 
They nearly all live close to each other in 
the upper part of the city, and have their 
country houses besides. 
G reat as these 
office buildings are, they suffer like hum an 
beings in reputation; one particular build­ 
ing here became crowded with the offices of 
m ining companies at a tim e when the idea 
got abroad th at all m ining com panies were 
controlled by sw indlers. A t the com m ence­ 
m ent of ttie next year, just as rats leave a 
sinking ship, the solvent fellows began to 
cross over to other buildings, ana they 
were followed by some of the biggest rats 
in the m ining occupation, who thought to 
hide under another roof and obtain another 
character. 
Persons from Europe tell me th a t the two 
leading life insurance companies there are 
putting up m agnificent buildings not only 
iu London nnd Paris, but in such rem ote 
capitals as Madrid. Rome and Berlin. Life 
insurance has never been carried to the ex­ 
tent th at we see it in the United .States, 
chiefly because tho U nited States was tho 
first popular governm ent to present a uni­ 
form range of i eoDlo all desiring Hie same 
equality of com fort and endowm ent. In* 
older countries investm ents were made in 
their public loans or in stock companies, 
and the heirs lived upon their incomes, 
The m en who m erely m ade money and did 
not save it did not think it worth while to 
provide for their offspring. B ut iii America 
tho m an who m ade and spent money dis­ 
covered in the life insurance device a way 
of protecting his fam ily in spite of his own 
prodigality or speculation. Indeed, a good 
deal of 
I-lfe Inotiraaee in the United .State* 
is the alternative of buying a lottery ticket. 
Ju st as gam blers whou they were flush 
form erly invested in expensive diam onds 
so th a t they could have a stake upon their 
persons, so the m an who is m aking money 
in the United States goes and insures his 
life for the benefit of his family. The pro­ 
fits of life iiisuiance come out of those in­ 
dividuals who cease to pay up after a few 
years and iorleit their money to the com­ 
pany. 
Some beneficial changes have been m ade, 
even in this respect, so tiiat he who pays in 
our tim e is insured to the ex ten t th at he 
has paid, compared w ith the num ber of re­ 
m aining years he lives. I have heard it 
said th a t some of the best ot these compa­ 
nies will buy an insurance policy, and it is 
a well-known lact th at the insurance poli­ 
cies of other people are at a prem ium w ith 
investors aud money lenders. 
Lite insur­ 
ance in the State of New York has fur­ 
nished fo ra good m any years one of the 
standard interests lo plunder at the State 
Legislature; the State exercising super­ 
vision over the insurance com panies w ithin 
it. the politicians find it easy to briug 
charges of having evaded the law unless 
they are employed as lawyers, inspectors or 
som ething of th a t kind when they become 
bard up. 
Insurance has played 
its part in the 
political revolutions of this Stale. Some 
years ago the larger insurance companies 
resolved to break up beneficiary associa­ 
tions, on the ground th at they were violat­ 
ing tne State statutes requiring all insur­ 
ance companies to be enrolled and exam ­ 
ined, At the next election the Masons, Odd 
Fellows and assot lated bodies of all sorts 
kept their eye on the legislators who bad 
voted to put them in a hole, and there was 
slaughter all over this Com m onwealth. 
W hile I am talking about insurance com­ 
panies I recall w hat was said to me re­ 
cently by a gentlem an associated with a 
Boston publishing house. I had called his 
attention to the com plaints being m ade in 
E ngland by authors, of the insufficient pro­ 
tection and partition they received from 
their publishers. 
This gentlem an 
said: 
’L iterature of a high class seldom pays 
anything. The most money is m ade in 
juvenile books. Our bouse paid last year 
about 87000 to one person who gets up 
juvenile editions. A them e is given him 
and he goes to the public library aud finds 
w hat he wants, ami between his pen, his 
paste and his .scissors he m axes up a book 
w hich brines a m uch higher price than 
books of the im agination, being illustrated 
and sold at a good fat rate for Christm as 
tim es.” 
The sam e person told me th at H am er & 
Brothers in New York were said in tho 
trade to have divided $1,OOO,OOO am ong 
the firm last year. Yet this house has pro­ 
duced for a long tim e but oue author, 
Numbly, G eneral L tiv W allace. 
I have understood th at when his story of 
’Ben H ur” was sent there various opinions 
were taken of it by the ditierent readers of 
the m anuscript. Mr. Couant. who was the 
general editor aud reader at th at tim e, told 
me th at bu had never expected the book to 
be a success, and had not been a decided 
advocate of publishing it. 
The success 
really came from tho happy them e which 
lias at different tim es given great circula­ 
tions to books of tho sam e class. A good 
m any years ago a sim ilar book was issued, 
called " Ilia Prince of the House of David ” 
being a popular version 
of the tele of 
Jesus. "T he Innocents Abroad” of Mark 
Twain aiBO obtained m uch of its sale 
from 
its 
treating 
in 
a 
secular 
way 
of 
tho 
scenes 
and 
associations 
of the same notable character. Finally a 
regular novel on the subject ot Jesus struck 
an age which had laid aside its form al re­ 
ligion, ana desired to understand w hat kina 
of being th s m an was who preached the 
institutions we are supposed tolive under. 
I am told th a t the Hebrews, who bad 
grown rich in trade and had luxurious fam ­ 
ilies, have been groat patrons of this I ook. 
They had im bibed a taste for seeing them ­ 
selves 
in 
novels, from George E liot’s 
Daniel Deronda,!' and Ben H ur l eing a 
Jew, and Jesus being also a Jew, they saw 
a short and easy road to a self-understand­ 
ing as well as of some historical uuuer- 
standing. 
You perceive th a t the elevated railroads 
in New York are loudly com plained of as 
only half relieving the dem and for trans­ 
portation between the upper and the lower 
portions of the city. 
W hile they are trying 
the alderm en of New York for 
daring 
to sell the surface ot Broadway for street 
cars. such m erchants as McCreery, who oc­ 
cupies the M ethodist Book Concern build­ 
ing. are boldly dem anding an elevated rail­ 
road for Broadway asw ell as a surface road. 
and Mr. MoCreery says tiiat he w ants an 
underground railroad, too. 
You are prob­ 
ably fam iliar enough with the topography 
of these shores to see th at every m ethod of 
relief thus lar devised bas only the more 
concentrated the throng. Ju st as London 
bridge, the m ost eastern or lowermost of 
all tho bridges over the Tham es, m erely 
had the offect of turning the entire crowd 
over it because it joined the great Surrey 
suburb w ith the old city of London, the 
Royal Exchange, post office, bank, etc.. 
So tile Itrooklvu Uridgo 
entering the island of New Y'ork, a m ile 
above the battery, has intensified the as­ 
sem blage of people at th at spot.

railes down the east side of the bay beyond 
the battery. 
At the same tim e tho great 
suburbs of Newark.

BURIED THEIR QUEEN. 


How the Gypsy People Mown Their 
Dead—Their Pilgrimage to the Grave 
of Their Beloved Ruler. 


D a y t o n , O., April 8.—Jen tie Jeffrey Ham- 
son, the late gypsy queen, was buried at 
W oodland cem etery today, im pressive ser­ 
vices being held. 
She died at Jackson, 
Miss., December 31, w here her body was 
em balm ed for rem oval to che fam ily vault 
here*- Representatives from tw enty tribes 
throughout the United states were present 
and assisted in the cerem ony. 
Tho de­ 
ceased was the fourth representative of tho 
Stanley regime. She was twenty-five years 
old and rem arkably beautiful, possessing' a 
rioh olive complexion, regular features and 
sparkling brown eyes In figure she w assail 
and stylish, and th e thousands of people in 
th is com m unity who knew her all conceded 
th a t she was a fitting representative of her 
rom antic people. 
An em pty hearse, decked w ith evergreens 
and flowers, preceded the procession on tho 
way to the cem etery, aud was followed by a 
long caravan of wagons, in which from all 
parts of the W est aud South her subjects 
had come to nay th eir final tribute. In tho 
wagons tents and all household utensils 
were packed, and tro ttin g behind them 
were droves of horses. Dogs of innum era­ 
ble sizes and colors were to beseen on every 
hand. 
The streets on either side were 
crowded w ith people. 
At the cem etery 
gate a force of police were stationed to pre­ 
vent the crowds follow ing the procession 
fu n n er. 
The burial took place in th e gypsy lot, 
which contains about one-quarter of an 
acre. 
It, is located on a level plateau, from 
which the tow ering m onum ent above King 
Owen’s grave risestoacom m anding height. 
When inside th e grounds, th e procession 
halted until the oottin containing the dead 
queen was taken from the receiving vault. 
Then the fiearse and w agons containing tho 
m ourners drove directly to the newly pre* 
pared grave, w hile the rem ainder circled 
around it as closely as th e w inding road­ 
ways would allow. The caravan was kept 
constantly moving. The m ourners sat on 
blankets about the grave, w ith th eir hands 
clasped and 
heads 
bowed 
in 
grief. 
Rev. Daniel Berger 
conducted th e ser­ 
vices. A short serm on and prayer com­ 
pleted the ceremony. 
T hroughout his ad­ 
dress the m ourners m aintained a passive 
silence. 
Only the rum ble of wagons on 
the m acadam ized drives, th e cham ping and 
neighing of horses and the yelps of dogs 
disturbed the solem nities of the scene. 
At the conclusion, w hilethegrave-diggers 
were at work, the m ourners rose to th eir 
feet and began a deep ch an t in gypsy ilia- 
lect. The refrain was taken up by those in 
th e wagons, and soon the air was tilled w ith 
moaning* and weird sounds. W hile the 
grave was I eing tilled in, flowers of scarlet 
hue and evergreens wore brought from tho 
hearse 
aud 
dropped on tho coffin-lid. 
‘Good-by, Je n tie ; farewell, Jentie! Good­ 
by, sweet queen!” sang the flower-bearers. 
Then tho ch an t becam e louder, and tho 
griei or the m ourners unbounded. They 
too bade farewell to th e dead in cries of 
anguish. W hen the grave diggers rested, 
and as the m inister m otioned The m ourners 
to depart, the wagons nearest the gat® 
turned and left the cem etery, followed im­ 
m ediately by the entire procession. There 
were no 
partings between relatives or 
friends. 
W hen once outside the gate tho 
wagons rattled away in every direction to­ 
wards th eir instant homes.

A a w n i i i , N. C.. March 25.—Living in 
JJorth Carolina, as I have all the past win­ 
ter, mv memory frequently Prim** back 
two prominent men of this State who have 
passed away. but whose history was re­ 
markable in many ways. 
These men, 
though thrown together 
almost constantly throughout a lorn* public 
life. differed materially on many points. 
They lived in each other’s society for years, 
and now in death they are still united. 
Under one monument in a quiet little 
cemetery in the great Tar Heel State, they 
lie together awaiting the day when the sea 
•hall give up its dead, and when the gen­ 
tleman with the cork leg will be seen look­ 
ing over toe odds and ends of some old 
battlefield, or the hackvard of some medi­ 
cal college for his other limb. 
For more than half a oenturv these men 
ate at the same table and slept on the same 
couch, and vet they agreed in nothing. 
They were hound together by a tie which 
death alone could ditsolve. 
The indulgent, reader has already, no 
doubt, discovered that I refer to the late 
gentlemen, Chang aud Eng, better known 
as the Siamese twins. 
These men. like most Siamese p e o D le , 
had their origin in Siam. a foreign country 
of a bright red color on the map of Asia. 
As Siamese alone, or sim ply as twins, 
they would h a v e attracted little attention, 
and even by com bining the two and becom­ 
ing Siamese tw ins they would nave died 
poor, perhaps, but w ith a connecting liuk 
which united th e two at the base of the 
breast bone, they succeeded in acquiring a 
large fortune. 
They have proved beyond a doubt I think, 
th a t genius cannot be acquired. It is a 
gift. It comes not with the Booking. 
Had little Changie and Engie gone to 
school regularly all through their earlier 
years and s tu d i e d with all their might, it 
could not have f itte d them for the lite they 
afterward led. or caused them to attract 
the attention of t h e whole world. 
Nature does not lit every man to be a 
Siamese twin. 
Science cannot aid him in 
becoming one in after years. Close study 
and application cannot assist him. 
To be a successful twin involves prompt­ 
ness also. It is a matter that cannot be 
postponed. And to be a successful Siamese 
twin involves even greater difficulties. 
Cbang and Eng were raised up to meet a 
certain demand. The crisis came, and they 
were there to m eet it. 
They came at a 
time when tile world was clamoring for a 
pair of buff twius united at the sternum by 
means of a light yellow, tirst-mortgage 
bond. 
But Chang and Eng were not happy, even 
with their great wealth and the fame they 
had acquired working an entirely new vein. 
Nature, which united them so closely, 
had not giveu them the same ideas and 
thoughts. 
They agreed on nothing, it is 
•aid. 
One was a Knight of Pythias, while the 
other was a Royal Arch Mason, and the 
meetings were on the same evenings. 
People who knew them said it was pain­ 
ful to seeth e stronger of the two pull the 
other twin away to a Knights of Pythias 
m eeting in which he felt no interest or 
snake him to a revival when he wanted to 
go to a colored ball. 
A neighbor tells me that while Chang was 
a Baptist and believed In immersion. Eng 
was a doubter, but bad to go in with his 
brother and be immersed through a hole in 
the ice. 
One wanted to secede at tile breaking out 
of the war. while the other wanted to save 
the country intact and tight under the 
■tarry banner free. 
Those who will read the history of this 
(trance brace of coffee-colored gentlemen, 
will agree with me that even though you 
itrike the popular feeling and secure the 
public approval as a freak of nature, it is 
pot all sunshine aud gladness. 
Chang and Eng. though bound together 
through lite. could not make their wives 
live together in the same house even. and 
so they were compelled to maintain sepa­ 
rate establishments and go from one to the 
other trying to allay discord. 
One of the twins was a good man. while 
it is said that the other was a very success­ 
ful ai liner. in case of resurrection it is not 
yet fully settled bow it will be arranged, 
and the question has frequently been raised 
since their death whether they will or will 
not Jointly visit alternately the realms of 
the blessed aud the snorting, squealing 
precincts of tile d — d. 
I presume there are men who have pried 
into the future aud know how this is. but I 
km free to confess that I am densely ig 
Dora ut in regard to it. 
However it may be. one thing is estab­ 
lished. and that is that the mantle of the 
Siamese twins bas never fallen upon those 
who could successfully take their places for 
so long a period of time and keep out com­ 
petitors as they did.

Loss of the Covington—A Break in 
the Dam. 


e i g h t e e n t h p a p e r . 
Upon our arrival at A lexandria on the 
25tb of April Major-.Genet a1 H unt was w ait­ 
ing w ith despatches from the lieutenant- 
general com m anding the armies, reaffirm­ 
ing instructions which were received at 
Grand Ecore relating to the operations of 
the arm y elsewhere, and to the necessity of 
bringing the Shreveport cam paign to an 
end w ithout delay. 
The only possible 
m eans of executing the perem ptory orders 
had already been taken. General H unt left 
on the 13th of April with despatches to 
General G rant, giving a reporter the cond! 
tion of affairs: th a t the beet could not 
pass 
the 
rapids; 
th at 
there 
was no 
oour.se tor the arm y but lo rem ain for its 
protection, that the enem y would concen­ 
trate all his forces at th at point for the de­ 
struction of the Meet, and th at it was neces­ 
sary to concentrate our Hoops west of the 
Mississippi; ancftho same point by which 
the pavy could be relieved and the forces of 
the enem y destroyed. 
Major-General Mc- 
Clernand, with the largest part ol the forces 
from Matago da Bay. which 
bad 
been 
ava uated by order of General Grant, dated 
.March 31, arrived at A lexandria on the 
ev ening of the 2Jth of April. 
Prom the difficulty which the supply 
transports have encountered in passing the 
tails, it was known at Grand iicore as 
early as April 15 th at the ca* y could not 
go lieiow, and Hie means of its release w eie 
i ully discussed ann rig officer* of the army. 
D uring tho cam paign ut P ert Hudson the 
Ste m ers S tarlight anil hod Chiel were cap­ 
tured by Greerson’s Illinois cavalry, under 
c m inam l of colonel Prince, in Thompson’s 
cleck. The bed ut the creek was nearly 
dry. an t lite steam ers were sunk several 
feet iu the sane. After the capture of Port 
Hudson Colonel bailey constructed wing 
dams, which, raising the water, lilted the 
steam ers from the sand and boated them 
out of Hie creek into the Mississippi. 
This incident naturally suggested the 
sam e work at Alexandra mr tho lolief of 
the t eel. A survey was ordere I for the 
purpose of betel m ining w hat 
measure* 
could *e best undertaken. The engineers 
oi the arm y had completed surveys of ibe 
tails captured train tho enemy during our 
occupation of A lexandria iu 18U3, at tue 
com m encem ent of th© Port Hudson cam ­ 
paign. 
it w is found upon exam ining these 
oh rts, and upon survey ot tue river, tiiat 
the 
channel was narrow and 
crooked, 
formed in solid rock, aud that it would ie 
wholly im practicable to deepen Us bed. It 
was thcreiore determ ined to com m ence the 
Construction of a dam to raise tile river to 
such a Height as to ©Haole the vessels to 
float over the falls. This project was treely 
discussed uy engineers and officers ol the 
army. 
When tile sa jecto f building a dam 
was first spoken of to Admiral Porter ny 
banns, he said th at lie did not believe iu It. 
mr they had dam ned the river over s.nee 
(hey had been there, and the w ater had 
gone down lower an i lower. 
L ieutenant Colonel Bailey, acting engi­ 
neer of the N ineteenth Army Corps, pro­ 
posed a plan of building a series of dam s 
aero £ the rocks at the falls aud raising 
the w ater high enough to let the vessels 
pass over. 
Ib is proposition looked like 
madness, aud the best engineers ridiculed 
it, but Colonel Bailey w'as so sanguine of 
success th ai the adm iral requested General 
Bank to nave it don©, and he entered heart­ 
ily into the work. Provision was short and 
lorage was alm ost out. 
The dam was 
promised to be buished in ten days. 
General Banks placed at the disposal of 
Colon I Bultey all the force he required, 
consisting ut some 3 -OO men and 200 or 300 
wagons. All the neighboring steam -m ills 
were torn down for m aterial, two or three 
regim ents ol Maine men were set at work 
felling trees, and on the second day alter 
his aeri al In A lexaudiin the work had 
fairly begun. Trees were foiled with great 
rapidity, team s were m oving in all direc­ 
tions, bringing in brick and stone, quarries 
were opened, liat-bo its were built to bring 
stone down from acove, and every man 
seemed to be working with a vigor th at was 
seldom equalled, while perhaps not one 
in 
fifty 
believed 
in 
tile 
success 
of the undertaking. These fulls are about 
a mile in length, riled with rugged racks, 
over which at that sta,;e of w ater it seemed 
to be impossible to m ake a * flannel. The 
work was com m enced .v running out from 
the left hank of the river a tree dam, mane 
of the bodies of very large trees, brush, 
brick aud stone, cross-tied w ith other heavy 
tim b ir and strengthened in every way 
which ing nuity could devise. This was 
run out about 300 lect into the river. Four 
large coal barges were then filled with 
brick ami sunk ut the end of it. From 
the 
right 
bank 
of 
the 
river, 
cribs, 
filled 
with 
stone, 
were 
built 
out 
to meet the barges; all of which was suc­ 
cessfully 
ac omplisned. 
notw ithstanding 
there was a ru n o u t running of nine m iles 
an hour which threatened to sweep every­ 
thing bofore it. it will taae to > m uch tim e 
lo outer into the details of this truly won­ 
derful work, (suffice it to say th at the dam 
had nearly reached com pletion in eight 
days* woi king time, and the water had riseu 
sufficiently ou the upper falls t i allow tile 
Fort Hindm an. Osage and Neosho togo 
down and ce ready to pa s the dam. in 
another day it 
would 
have been high 
enough to enable all the other vessels to 
pass the upper falls. 
While engaged in constructing the dam. 
General Moi lernand had cnarge of the 
arm y that was stationed in the vicinity of 
General Moore’s plantation aud (jhaqlvil, 
but showed tn a t lack OI ability and m ilitary 
discipl ne which General G rant in his book 
gives him credit for. Ile allowed the repel 
General Poliirnac to pass entirely around 
his camp w ith about lo,OOI men. which 
took up their position at Dunn bayou, on 
the Red river, about thirty m iles oeiow Al­ 
exandria,planted a batler*’ in position. Until 
the 4th of May com m unication with the 
M ssissippl by the river was unobstructed. 
Lieutenant W illiam Simpson loft by the 
gunboat 
Signal 
w ith 
despatches 
for 
General 
Grant, 
Admiral 
Farragut, 
General Sherm an and General Kosecrau*. 
The gunboat Covington, having in convoy 
the transport W arner, accom panied the 
Signal. 
W hile passing W ilson's plantation the 
W arner was fired into by about IOO infan­ 
try, losing one man. Silo returned fire train 
lier stern gun.and then passed on. After pro­ 
ceeding about one mile and a half farther, 
Mr. JMcGlossy. a pilot belonging to the Gen­ 
eral Brice, struck the stern of the vessel 
against a bar, thereby breaking the port 
rudder badlv and shivering tho tiller, lie 
was told th a t 
hereafter 
Mr. Emerson, 
another pilot, would m anage her. 
The 
NY am or was tied up all night about a mile 
from the Red House, and commenced re 
pairiuc the rudder. 
At about 5 o’clock

an Irregular fire on the right hand shore 
going ilown.as they had fired upon the War­

Gov 
ington next and the signal last A tD unu’s 
bayou ion the right going down) they were 
fired upon by two pieces of artillery and in- 
fantry. Tho Covington was hit by this 
battery only three times, and the W arner’s 
rudders were disabled, but she still con 
tinued down stream until she cam e to I 
short point in the river, when she went 
into the b an k She had no sooner struck the 
bank when a rebel battery ann from 40ou to 
5000 infantry opened fire on her. 
The 
Covington aud Signal im m ediately com 
niem ed firing. 
Almost overy shot either 
struck the boilers, steam -pipe or m achinery 
of the W arner, as she was only about IOO 
yards from the battery. After they had en ­ 
gaged the battery about three hours the 
W arner hoisted a w hite Hag, the others 
still keeping up fire. 
A party from the 
Covington was sent out to burn her, but the 
colonel in charge a u t word th at there were 
nearly 125 killed and wounded, aud re­ 
quested that site should not be bum ed, 
which was grauted. A short tim e after the 
Signal was disabled. 
The Covington immediately rounded to, 
arid went alongside ot her. took her in tow 
aud started up stream : but the rudders i e- 
c .me disabled, and the Signal gut ad rift 
(it was impossible to pass the Warner.) 
Knowing that the signal would drift down 
on the \\ uruer, aud the rebels could imme­ 
diately 
nard ber, the order was givpn to 
anchor the Covington, which was done 
she being made last. head up stream. 
Her 
stern guns were used on the lower battery 
and a nroa .side on the iulantry on the 
other side; her bow guns on a battery that 
was 
ahead, 
which 
had been 
brought 
down tram Dunn’s Bayou. The Covington's 
©scale pine was cut while alongside ot the 
Signal, causing a great deal of steam to 
escape, and making the impression that the 
boilers bad beeu struck. The men however 
soou I allied, and kept un a brisk tire on the 
enemy. Most of th© soldiers and officers, 
among who were Colonel Sharp, of the One 
Hundred and Fifty-sixth New York Volun­ 
teers. Colonel Kainor. One Hundred and 
Twenty-eighth Illinois (wounded in both 
legs.) Lieutenant Simpson Aid-de-Camp to 
General Banks, and Acting Assistant Bay- 
master Chester, went over on the Signal. 
The Signal getting adrift they were not 
able to leturn. 
After the Covington bad been tied to 
the bunk an bour or so the steain-druni was 


cot and a shell struck under the boilers 
letting out all the water. The am m unition 
gave out, the howitzers were disabled by 
the bracket-bolts draw ing out, and every 
shot 
came 
through. 
W ith cue officer 
and a good many already killed it was de­ 
term ined to burn 
the Covington. 
The 
guns were spiked, fire strew n on the deck, 
an officer set fire to the cutter, which was 
on the guard along side of the engines, and 
she was destroyed. W hile they were leaving 
the vc eel to get up on the bank, a terrible 
fire of infantry was opened on them ; some 
were killed. When the officers and men 
were all collected together it was found 
th a t there was nine officers and twenty- 
three m en—a loss of five officers and thirty- 
nine men. They started through the woods 
for A lexandiii at half-past 
IO o’clock. 
W hen within ten miles of Alexandria thor 
were fired upon by rebel cavalry, scattering 
them. 
The whole action lasted about five hours 
and the Covington was badlv r ddled from 
stein to stern there I eing no less than five 
shots in her hull and some forty or fifty in 
her u D p e r works. 
Acting M aster's Mate 
Gross was killed by a shot th at came 
through Hie shell room. T he officers and 
m en lost all of their personal effects 
The 
only thing th at w as saved wa* the signal- 
book and the despatches. 
W hilst these 
stirring events were taking place down the 
river the excitem ent at the dam was in­ 
tense, as the work was approaching com­ 
pleteness. 
Un oi Binately on the m orning of the lith 
instant the pressure of w ater Decame so 
great th at It swept away two of the stone 
barges, which swung in below th e dam on 
one sn.e. Seeing this unfortunate accident 
the I.exin ton was or erod to pass the 
upper falls if possible and im m ediately at­ 
tem pt to go through the dam. Th> Lexing­ 
ton succeeded in getting over the upper 
falls inst in tim e, tho w ater rapidly t tiling 
us silo was passing over. She then steered 
directly for th© oj ailing in 
the 
dam, 
through which tile w ater was rushing so 
furiously th at it seemed as if nothing 
but 
destruction 
awaited 
her. 
Thou­ 
sands 
of 
beating 
hearts 
looked 
on 
anxious for the result. H ie silence was so 
great as the Lexington approached the dam 
that a pin m ight alm ost be heard to fall. 
She entered ttie gap with a full heed of 
steam on pitched down the roaring torrent, 
made two or three spasmodic rolls, hung 
for a m om ent on the rocks below and was 
then swept into deep w ater by tile current 
and rounded safely into the bank. T hirty 
thousand voices rose in one deafening 
cheer, and universal joy seem ed to pervade 
tho face of every man present. The Neasho 
followed next. all her hatches battened 
down and every precaution taken against 
accident. She did not fare aR well as the 
Lexington, lier pilot having become fright­ 
ened.

The Koran has fixed the hours th at m ust 
be consecrated to prayers. These prayers, 
nam az, are five 
in 
num ber. The most 
solemn is the m orning prayer; it is the 
sanab nainazi; it is uttered after the dawn, 
just before tho rising of the sun. The sec­ 
ond is the m idday prayer, euile namazi. 
Tile third, jkmffy nainazi, m ust be offered 
just before the setting of the sun. The 
evening prayer, aacliaiu nam azi, is uttered 
just before the shadows conceal the horizon. 
Finally, the last aud fifth prayer, yatcy 
namazi, is uttered in the interval after sun­ 
down and just before dawn. 
The hour of prayers is regularly pro­ 
claimed to the faithful by the imams, called 
muezzins, who walk around the balcony of 
the m inarets, singing, 
in a m elancholy 
voice, tuis unvarying litany: "God, Hie 
most nigh! I here proclaim th a t there is 
no God hut God. I proclaim th a t Moham­ 
med is the prophet of God. Come to the 
tem ple of salvation. G reat God! Goo the 
uio-t high. 
There is no God but G oal”

Turkey tins is forbidden; there m arriage is 
a lottery indeed. 
Turkish girls are promised usually when 
they are very young, even at a tender age. 
when they ar© only 3 or 4 years o d. If the 
young bride should happen to die before 
her m airiage.or he required for the sultan’s 
harem —lor it may be prem ised th a t tins is 
a ■ ase th a t breaks all engagem ents, and is 
esteem ed as a great honor by p aren ts-th e 
intended husband is not expected to weep 
over w hat he loses, for he h is never seen 
it. 
When tile 
young girl reaches her 
tw elfth or thirteenth year, or som ewhat 
later, lier fourteenth year, she receives the 
nuptial blessing, aud the husband cannot 
see the face of his wife until after th a t cer­ 
emony. 
No woman, not even the wife, takes part 
in Hie solem nity of m arriage, which is 
effected by proxy, delegated lo an um le or 
to an elder brother, often with a full beard, 
who plays the role of the bride. The par­ 
ents of the couple sign the i outract bo lore 
the imam of their quarter, in the presen e 
of a few iriends, who act as witnesses. The 
nuptials are thou celebrated bv the fam ilies 
with a calm ness and gravity that would be 
as .suitable for a funeral as tor a wedding. 
The sexes never m ingle at these festivals. 
The men take their pleasure in silence in 
their seiatulik; the women a little more 
u o isiiy -lt is out n a tu ra l-in the barem lik. 
lf the wife is too young or bas delicate 
health, she is not entrusted to her husband. 
Bite is quickly shut up at ber m otner’s, or 
at her m oiher-in-law’s som etim es for more 
than a *©ar. until it shall please the latter 
to reunite her with her husband. It even 
happens that the husband has had tim e to 
take a second wife belore receiving bis 
first 
it is not. however, always happiness th at 
the young wile fiuds hi her new situation, 
where s e is often obliged to share .with 
companions, and often with 
black and 
While slaves, the heart and attentions of 
ber husband. How oiteu have the poor 
creatures exchanged their m aiden seclu­ 
sion. a captivity th at a m otlier always 
knows how to make pleasant, for another 
seclusion more narrow, more severe, often 
aggravated by the neglect of her husband 
or by the brutality aud the bad treatm ent 
of a detestable guardian! 
L ike t e Catholics and the Greeks the 
Turks have their Lent, which lasts forty 
days, aud which they observe in ail its rigor 
during th a t celebrated m onth know n under 
the nam e of Ram a/an. 
The T urkish L ent is m uch more severe 
than tn at observed iu Europe, and the god 
of Btamiioul 
19 not so lenient as th at of 
Rome. Ile perm its the eating of neither 
eggs nor fish. He does not, in tact, perm it 
the eating of anything, for M ussulmans are 
forbidden to eat and drink anything w h at­ 
ever from tho rising 
until toe setting 
of the sun, and 
th at 
for tw enty-eight 
consecutive 
days. 
It 
is 
foruiudeu 
even to smoko, to take 
snuff, to eat 
.lozenges, to use perfum ery, until a report 
of a cannon, which is fired in the principal 
quarters at tw ilight, raises tins tyrannical 
interdiction to re-establish it at the first 
gleam sof dawn. The nights of K am a/an 
are spent in feasting and sm oking (celled 
"Iftar’’) which atone som ew hat for the 
austerities of the day. 
As the Turks reckon tim e according to 
the lunar year, the m onths do not follow 
exactly the order of the seasons, and wbeu 
Lent comes in winter it is extrem ely tolera­ 
ble, tor the days consecrate t to abstinence 
are short, aud the nights devoted to h o st­ 
ing are long. But if .lam az.in comes in 
m idsum m er, it is not at all convenient, and 
hunger as well as th irst m akes proteas 
th at Mussulinanic piety does not always 
succeed in silencing. 
Fortunately the T urk is a sleeper, and 
while he is asleep the Koran does not forbid 
him to dream th at be is feasting. But the 
m ost pressing w ant of the O im anli when 
he breaks his fast is not to eat, ©ut tosm oke 
Ids chibouk. A domestic, attentive to the 
blessed signal, stands behind him with bis 
pipe lilied and lit, and hardly bas the can­ 
non hashed when Hie m aster, w ithout 
aw aiting the report, takes his first whiff.

BARNUM ’8 SCHEM E. 


P u u p i i i O ut I.n n i Is la n d Sound to Flit 
Iii A r m o f F la ts . 
I Bridgeport Farm er.] 
W ork has begun at Bridgeport under P. 
T. B arnum ’s scheme for filling in about 
fifty acres of fiats. It provides for pum ping 
the sand and mud from the bottom of the 
Sound. 
About 10,000,000 cubic feet of 
solid m atter m ust be pum ped up and de­ 
livered. 
Anchored a short distance below the 
forge com pany’s works is a barge or float 
150 feet long, 40 feet wide, ana 18 feet 
deep, fitted up with the im m ense pum p and 
other m achinery of the working plant, 
which scoops up the soil and water, sucks 
it into a pipe 18 inches in diam eter, and 
forces it through this conduit to a point 
I COO teet away. 
Tho distributing pipe 
Is 
laid 
upon 
a 
lofty 
trestle 
work, 
which 
has 
a 
downward 
Incline 
lo 
the 
further 
end 
of 
eight 
inches to 
every I OO feet This down grade of course 
facilitates the flow of the liquid to its desti­ 
nation and m akes work easter for 
the 
pumping m achinery. T hestuft sent through 
the pipe contains about IC per cent, of solid 
m atter and 85 per cent, of water. On ac­ 
count of possessing this degree of liquidity 
it spreads readily upon being discharged, 
and for a distance of about 500 loot about 
the m outh of the pipe virtually grades itself. 
't he w ater drains oft quickly. From yester- 
duy’s 
operations the 
ground w ithin a 
radius of 
several hundred 
feet 
ai out 
the 
end 
of 
the 
pipe 
was 
raised 
between two and three inches above its 
former level. Th* pum p is operated by en­ 
gines of 400-horsepower, aud has a capacita­ 
tor taking up and discharging 32,000 gal­ 
lons per m inute. These dredges were busy 
yesterday in taking up m aterial from the 
bottom aDd depositing it alongside Hie float 
on which the pump is operated. The soil 
before being taken into the pump is churned 
and c u tu p by a m achine of rapidly re­ 
volving blades term ed an agitator, which 
results in its being liquified to the proper 
consistency.

th at tliey will have the forty acres plastered 
over to the depth of several leet w ithin 
three mourns.

Until 
quite recently all the work of m aking tho 
exhaustless variety of boxes used in the 
dry goods, stationery and other trades 
has been done bv hand, exoent the cut­ 
ting out of the paris. The labor has been 
perform ed by girls, who by long prac­ 
tice have become aula to put together and 
cover several hundred boxes a day eacli. 
An invention lately perfected aud in suc­ 
cess! ti operation seem s 
to be in st Hie 
m achine th at job shoos have waited for. 
The parts having been c u to u t by the same 
tools Unit are used in the hand process, it 
glues on one side and delivers together, on 
one broad belt, all Hie parts for com pletely 
covering a box—to w it.: the box strips, la­ 
bels. 
top-papers, 
and 
trim m ings. 
A 
m achine 
can 
be 
m ade 
large enough 
to keep ten girls busy pasting the strips aud 
finishing tho boxes. 
The peculiar feature 
of this m achine is the feeding arrangem ent. 
which autom atically feeds tho strips or 
la'els. one at a time, av regular intervals 
Jins invention saves 30 to no per cont. in 
the cost of boxes. 
Sixteen girts will do tho 
work of thirty, and m ake better wages per 
individual, it favors a m inuter sub division 
of work, which condue?* to expertness.

"One of the m ost entertaining experi­ 
ences which I ever had in the detective 
line.” said Captain Jam es P. W ade tho 
other day. when pressed for an anecdote, 
"was back in the year ’60, when I was a 
young m an and a now m em ber of the first 
M assachusetts State constabulary. There 
bad been a series of housebreakings in the 
neighborhood of Boston, and tho signs in ­ 
dicated th a t they were perpetrated by the 
same gang. 
I was down at Chelsea beach, 
keeping a w eather eye open for ‘crooks,’ 
when I spotted a follow known to belong to 
the fraternity. 
He was usually called ‘Coal 
Oil Johnny,’ but bis real nam e was John 
C’only. Ho had a couple of pals with him, 
and I knew tltey weio up to some kind 
of a racket. They loft a package with 
the bai keeper of a sm all hotel there, tied 
up with strings and in brown paper. 
I had 
no trouble iii getting a chance to open the 
bundle, and found it, as I expected, filled 
w ith burglars’ im plem ents. Officers K irke 
amt l.inscott cam e down to assist me. and 
one or tho otlior of tis kent sight of these 
tools for ihe next three days. One evening 
one of the gang drove up iii a beach wagon, 
took the k it aboard and drove off. One of 
tho officers and myself followed in a buggy, 
leaving the third officer to shadow the other 
two men. for we had no doubt the entire 
party would come together later. The mon 
went to Boston in the horse oars, got a 
lunch and took the FUstern railroad train 
for Beverly. They calculated on tho tim e 
so well th at they had hardly alighted when 
the be ay h wagon drove up and al! three 
were driven rapidly away.

buggy, and when the wagon cam e up J 
c a lle d ’H alt! Get out. YVe are officers, and 
w ant you.’ For some seconds there was no 
reply. Then K irke opened one door of the 
wagon and l.inscott

to look out for

'Hie words spoken were by Jotinny: Oh.

One day the post 
office was robbed, aud circum stances showed 
it to have boon done by Horner, who was 
suddenly missing. 
Mrs. Horner, a young 
and prepossessing lady, rem ained behind, 
and whou I was called to Hie case I left 
word th at they m ust notify me if she left 
town. A few days later cam e a telegram 
th a t she had started for Boston. 
I went to 
Hie station, saw her arrive, followed her to 
Hie Albany depot, and took a seat directly 
behind her in Hie car.

got five years this tim e, aud is still serving 
the sentence. The oddity of the affair is 
th at one m an should com m it the sam e 
crim e twice and get caught with th e sam e 
kind of circum stantial evidence.” 
“Au unexpected result followed th e ar* 
rest of Greeu. the .Malden m urderer, whichi 
m ade so great a sensa* ion in its day,” said, 
one of the oldest detectives in Boston.

So with I airfield and his wife. 
No sight more common in Printing House 
s m ate than Fairtield, with his cigar or 
pipe, a bundle of books or papers under one 
arm. and his little wife upon the other. 
Some of my readers m ay r e o il Fitz-Hugh 
Ludlow, a young m an ol unusual promise. 
of considerable m agazine reputation, an 
unusually intelligent and active bra lied 
fellow, who made a decided sensation by an 
article, and pos-i I.' by a series of them , on 
opium eating in general and hasheesh eat­ 
ing in pat titu lar. He described h i-desire, 
his longing, toe en oym ent th at followed 
eating the paradisiacal blissful dream land 
into w hich lie entered and lrom w hich lie 
never lounu place of exit. 
This seemed to put an idea into Fairfield’s 
m ind and lie became m o o d y -not unpleas­ 
ant but abstracted, fitful. 
His w ork was as brilliant as ever, his ar­ 
tic.es w hether for m agazine, weekly or 
daily, were as readily accepted as ever, hut 
little by little his m anner changed, aud as 
he went so went she. 
They were a!ways eccentric. 
I have seen Fairfield in the m ost bitter 
weather xx lthout an overcoat. Not th at he 
jouidu’t afford it, hut lie didn’t care tor it. 
His nock would be bundled in a large wool­ 
len tippet, while his little, thin, fragile 
physique was protected by the glaziest pos- 
sioJe garm ents. 
Well, there’s no use in de­ 
scribing the gradual decay, Eunice it that 
every day tor xears tao two were seen tin­ 
ting here and bitting there throughout the 
newspaper offices th a t congregate on ami 
about P rinting House square. After a little 
they forsook the realm s of daily journalism 
ana confined them selves to the festive m ag­ 
azines and weeklies. 
Gradually there were indications of pe­ 
cuniary pinching. 
The natty dress w as no longer visible. 
Evidences of care and trouble showed 
noon their laces. 
Then came, as with a flash, a sudden 
revelation of the opium efiect, so unm is­ 
takable. 
New faces appeared upon the surface of 
affairs w bo knew not the fam iliar status of 
the Fairfield^ aud new men in power 
turned the cold shoulder upon these ex­ 
em plars of education and scholarly desire. 
A year ago I m et them bath at the door of 
Steinw ay Hall. 
th ey were passionately 
loud of music and were reading the poster 
announcem ent of a sym phony concert. I 
knew w hat they w nted as well as it they 
bad told m a I read iii their faces their de­ 
sire as clearly as though it had been printed 
there in letters as large as those upon the 
bill hoard- 
I took them in and sat with 
them fifteen m inutes or so. and never can 
forget 
the

w om an’s l and and the charm ing look of 
appreciation in th a t m an’s eyes. They had 
passed long years ago i eyoud th e line of 
the n ee list. and it was many a m onth since 
they had surplus cash enough in their com­ 
bined w allet to buy an entrance to the 
hum blest show. 
Atill They Clung Together, 
and the one tim e in all my quarter of a cen­ 
tury's knowledge of them th at I ever saw 
him alone, was a week ago W ednesday, 
when I saw him standing in front of the 
office of the New Y’ork Times, looking irres­ 
olutely up and down the street I was in a 
burry, aud regret to say I pa-aed him with 
a simple salutation, aud I thought to my­ 
self. “w hat a wreck, and how' strange th at 
he should Pe moue.” 
Tuesday's papers told the story. 
T h at very day. it seems, he took his wife. 
reduced, as the doctor subsequently phrased 
it. to a simple skeleton, to a cheap tenem ent 
on one of the s m ares of the city, w here *he 
dieu alone, m d be, despairing, 
broken 
hearted, w ith his I otter half sheered away, 
sought refuge in a cheap hotel on Third av­ 
enue. where he. too, some forty-eight hours 
thereafter, was tound dead alone.

Conant him self received an adm irable basis 
education, and then travelled, becom ing a 
linguist of exceptional proficiency aud a 
student in a w ide realm . 
He was an art critic, a book review er, a 
nice judge of poetic endeavor, and a m an of 
unusual common sense, but his devotion to 
tobacco was som ething m arvellous.

Ile had large salaries and he had none. 
lie had money in the bank and he had 
nolle. 
But he always had friends, ana on tnat 
cold night, when icy blocks choked our riv- 
e sa n d brutal winds chilled every inch be­ 
tween M anhattan Islanu an i the apex of 
heat en’s dome above it, when ho walked 
straight (low n the stn et and into Hie river.

W hat an interesting chanter could be 
made of the tragedies in joinnali-m . and 
how adm irably and interestingly aud in­ 
structively it m ight be supplem ented by a 
chapter on the tragedies oi literary life in 
general. I ragedy doesn’t necessarily imply 
pi-tols. knives, blood, neath. 
There are walking tragedies. 
Boor pale ghosts of reputations, gaunt, 
flimsy spectres o f o u c h s t u r d y lighters can 
be found bere and there u p o n t h e fringes oi 
Hie globe, ixlongthe alleys in Hie roar of our 
groat newspaper e tablishm ents, cro oning 
on the stair cases hum bly biting toe thum b 
ol w aiting at the dour of journalistic eleva­ 
tors, sec Ring tim idly sm all recompense for 
literary effort, certain to be throw n out. 
War has its victim s? 
Yes. But the ordinary soldier goes into 
the army for pay. for ie>t, for refuge. 
Bommeree has its victim s? 
Yes. b u t men go into ti ade (or money,very 
few for fame. But I think it will be conceded 
that with low exceptions the motive, which 
impels men and women to labor in literary 
fields is som ething better than money.

One bit of testim ony along th at line of 
thought is, th at although many w riters 
m ake much monev, very few of them save 
i t The rich men in journalism are not the 
best writers. There are men who would 
nave shone quite as brilliantly behind the 
calico counter, in the button factory or in 
the whiskey still. 
It doesn’t m ake them 
auy Jess men because they have the faculty 
of money saving, nor am I such an idiot as 
to assume for a m om ent th a t because a 
m as iii journalism or iii literary life is rich. 
he is unfitted tor bxs calling; but I do con­ 
tend th at lim men who tiave am assed great 
fortunes in journalism aud in liteiarylife are 
Hic publishers rather than lite editors and 
w riters 
Take the Harpers, for instance. 
Wk t better illustration could be asked 
than that? N ofoueof them writes. They 
are all rich, but how many of their editois 
aud w riters have money to the fore? T. Re 
the case of Conant, of w hom we spoke but a 
m om ent ago. Although he was with the 
Harpers the greater part of his literary Hie; 
although lie served them w ith intelligent 
vitality, bringing to their nse rare qualities 
of mind and of heart and exceptional cul­ 
ture.he hadn't a do.lar when he went away, 
nor has his w ife and fam ily today save w hat 
they earn bv ibejiappy, felicitous com bina­ 
tion of brain and hand. 'I be first m anaging 
editor ol tho New York Times, whom I re­ 
member, was Alexander (J. Wilson. He died 
in poverty.

Several tim es recently the M urphys have 
been seen near the house, and it xvas a firm 
conviction from the first in the m inds of the 
neighbors m at a clash was only a m atter of 
time. 
f rila y m orning at 2 o’clock Ridgely 
heard a distill ban- e in his barn, and as lie 
I as several va.liable horses he supposed 
horse thieves were at work. He quietly 
arose, pulled on his boots aud trousers, took 
up a couple of revolvers, and calling upon 
two of hi m en to follow, starteu tow ard the 
stable. 
VV Imn about half way between the dw ell­ 
ing and the stable he xvas tired upon from 
behind a wagon in the harn-yaid, the bullet 
going through his hat aud knocking it off. 
Ridgeley dropped to his knees at the shot, 
and fired one of his rev o k ers at w hat he 
supposed to he the man who fire i at him.

As they appeared in view Ridgely began 
returning the tire. At their third or fourth 
shot Ridgely received a bal) iii his left arm. 
rendering it useless, but at the sam e tim e 
another of his assailants dropped before his 
fire. 
As he fell, however, he sent a ball crash­ 
ing through Kidgeiy’s right breast, who. in 
turn, also fell, but turin d upon his side and 
fired the upon rem aining man with such 
goo i aim that he brought bim down.

Ridgely is a man of fine intellect and 
xvell educated. He isyoung.intluenn ii and 
w ealthy and never indulges iii Hie use of 
intoxicating drinks, and says no m an can 
have a greater aversion to the shedding 
of hum an blood than him self, and th at 
the plain necessity to preserve his oxen life 
induced him to take the lives ol the men 
nam ed: ann he says also th at if there should 
turn up any more (elatives or friends of the 
fam ily who want any of his modi me. he 
will accom m odate them as soon as he gets 
on his feet.
